Thirty persons are said to have been 
killed as the result of a race war at 
B&lltown. In Madison pariah. La., near 
the Mlwtlf-sJppl line. Militia from both 
States haa been put under orders, and 
the troops from Mississippi are already 
on the scene. The trouble began at a 
camp-meeting Sunday as the outgrowth 
of the lynching of a negro for criminal 
assault. Ten persons were killed 
Sunday and one was perhaps fatally 
wounded. Five hundred men at once 
armed and began a hunt for the ne¬ 
groes, many of whom fled across the 
Mississippi line. 

AJt. Gen. Murray, of the Kentucky 
State Guard, after a conference with 
Gov. Beckham In Owensboro, left for 
Madlsonville last night In company 
with CapL Ellis, of the Owensboro 
company of the Third regiment, to In¬ 
vestigate the mining situation In Hop¬ 
kins county, where trouble threatens 
to break out anew. Two shots were 
fired at the Relnecke mine guards yes¬ 
terday. but no one was wounded. 

The Secretary of War haa ordered 
the return to Manila of the paper* in 
the case of Lieut.

STARTED AT A CAMP MEETING.

SMALL INCIDENT CAUSED THE FIRST SHOT 


New Orleans. La.. OcL 28.—A dis¬ 
patch from Columbia. Miss., to-night 
says six negroes were shot to death at 
Live Oak church, about three miles 
from Balltown. La., one white man 
killed and another believed fatally 
wounded, and two negro women and a 
child were burned almost to cinders In 
Lott's restaurant, which had been fired 
by the whites to dislodge Lott and 
others, who were firing at the whites 
from behind the counters. 

The negroes have taken to the woods, 
and no further trouble Is apprehended 
at present 

THIRTY CASUALTIES REPORTED. 

Struggle Alleged To Have Resolved 
Itself Into a Man Hunt. 

New Orleans. La.. Oct 28.—[Special.] 
—A race w'ar that already numbers 
among Its victims thirty white men and 
negroes Is raging In and around Ball- 
town. in Washington parish, this State, 
a few inllos from the boundary line of 
Mississippi, and a company of militia¬ 
men from the First Louisiana brigade 
Is being rushed to the scene to put a 
stop to hostilities. 

As far as can be gathered from the 
meager sources of information at pres¬ 
ent available, the cause of the bitter¬ 
ness that has led to the outbreak is 
the determination of the negroes of the 
region to kill one of their own race who, 
under orders of the whites, last Wed¬ 
nesday set fire to a pyre about another 
negro, who was being put to death for 
a brutal assault upon a white woman 

und attempted murder.

Five Victims Are White Men. 

Of the men already killed as a re¬ 
sult of several rifle battles that have 
been going on since yesterday five are 
whites and the remainder colored. 
When the fighting began the colored 
men me*, their foes In the open, but 
thU afternoon several of them fled 
across the Mississippi line, where the 
Columbia company of State Guards are 
station to prevent violence In that 
State, and the others are Intrenching 
themselves In houses In the heart of the 
town.

Now Becomes a Man Hunt.

They bought up all the arms and am¬ 
munition they could find In Columbia 
and then started off again for the scene 
of the fighting. A few hours later the 
Mississippi State Guards arrived from 
Columbia, but they did not attempt to 
cross the State line and the battle went 
on without check. 

Race feeling hss always been bitter 
In the section where the trouble started 
and the assault on Mrs Ball addd to 
It. The burning of her assailant roused 
the negroes to fury, which was Increased 
when they saw one of their own number 
yielding to the threats of the whites, 
put a match to the wood, ft IS expected 
that the Louisiana troops will reach 
Balltown to-morrow morning.

HOW THE TROUBLE STARTED. 

Fourteen Persons Were Killed During 
the First Day. 

Amite City. La , Oct. 28 —Three white 
men and eleven negroes killed Is the 
startling news from Washington Par¬ 
ish. The correspondent has conversed 
with a man from Frankllnton. and he 
confirms the above Information, but he 
knew* nothing of what has happened 
since last evening. 

The first news of the race riot waa 
bi ought here to-day by Mr. Cornelius 
Mixon who, with hls mother, left from 
near Frankllnton this morning. He 
said that white men rode Into Frank¬ 
llnton at 2 o'clock this morning ask¬ 
ing for help, stating that the negroes 
were up In arms threatening to exter¬ 
minate the whites. 

The seen** of the trouble Is at or near 
Balltown. when a negro was burned 
last week for criminally assaulting a 
w’hlte woman. This was not the cause, 
however, of the murders yesterday, in 
which three white men and eleven ne¬ 
groes were killed and several wounded. 

• • • 

Worse Trouble Was Expected. 

Mr. Mixon saw and talked wdth many 
m**n from the scene, and they said more 
and worse trouble was expected to-day, 
as armed men were flocking to the 
scene, and it waa reported the blacks 
were equally active in preparing for a 
battle. 

P. B. Carter arrived from Franklln- 
ton a little after dark to-night and told 
the correspondent that the situation 
waa alarming. and more trouble Is 
feared. He said that Mr. Joseph Seals 
and Mr. Charles Elliott and another 
white man he did not know’ were dead 
and E. H. Thompson, a white man, 
wounded, and that eleven negroes were 
dead. Ills Information was up to Inst 
night, and was obtained from people 

who went to Frankllnton for help. 

• • • 

Hundreds Are In Arms. 

At 3 o'clock this morning a posse left 
Frankllnton In charge of Sheriff 81m- 
mons for the scene, and from all over 
the country armed men w*ere hurrying 
to the scene, and Mr. Carter said five 
hundred men wer* probably under 

arms to-day In Washington pariah. 

• • • 

Started At a Camp Meeting. 

The trouble occurred at a negro entnp- 
meeting, and the origin, as near os can 
be ascertained, was as follows: 

Greer Lott, a negro, was running a 
refreshment stand, and the constable, 
a w'hlte man, nnpie not given, w*ent to 
him and asked for hls license. He had 


none, and became Impudent and cursed 
the constable and defied him. The con¬ 
stable withdrew and obtained assist¬ 
ance. He returned with several white 
men, when the negro Lott rushed out 
and fired point blank Into the crowd, 
killing Joseph Seals and Charles El¬ 
liott. The whites returned the fire and 
killed Lott. 

• • • 

Negro Preacher Came Next. 

Then a negro preacher named Con¬ 
nolly rushed out of the house with gun 
In hand, attempting to shoot, when he 
was killed, and hls daughter was killed. 
It Is said, accidentally. In the shooting 
which follow’ed another white man was 
killed and E. H. Thompson wounded, 
and seven or eight negroes killed. 

The shooting had no direct connec¬ 
tor with the burning of the negro 
Morris In that section last week, but It 
Is undoubtedly a sequel to that tragic 
event. Since that time It Is reported 
that the negroes have been holding 
nightly meetings preparing to attack 
the whites.

Remote From Communication. 

Balltown Is about twenty miles from 
Frankllnton. and In a sparsely-settied 
section. It Is Isolated and almost en¬ 
tirely cut off from the outside world. 
Frankllnton Is twenty-seven miles east 
of this place, and there nre no tele¬ 
graph or telephone lines. 


* SAYS TROUBLE IS OVER. 

Misisssippi Sheriff So Reports To 
Louisiana's Governor. 

Baton Rouge. La.. Oct. 28.—Gov. 
Heard received a message this evening 
from Deputy Sheriff Simmons, of 
Washington parish, saying that a ter¬ 
rible conflict waa In progress between 
whites and blacks In that parish, with 
thirty already dead and requesting the 
Governor to send troops at once. 

Gov. Heard wired Gov. Longlno, of 
Mississippi, for permission for armed 
troops to pass through the State of Mis- 
slaslppl. Gov. Longlno answered 
promptly granting the required per¬ 
mission. In the meantime a telegram 
w'as sent 80 Gen. John Glvnn. Jr., in 
New Orleans, notifying him of the con¬ 
flict in Washington parish and direct¬ 
ing him to order out one company of 
fifty men for service and to send them 
to Poplurvllle. Miss., to-morrow* morn- 
Ing. this being the nearest railroad sta¬ 
tion to Balltown. La. 

Later, upon receipt of advices from 
Deputy Sheriff Bran ton, of Marlon 
county. Miss., to-night, that all was 
quiet and troops were not needed. Gov. 
Heard felt somewhat assured that the 
at Batttown was quelled and ad¬ 
vised Gen. Glynn to hold his troops in 
readiness to be moved if further devel¬ 
opments should prove It necessary. 


AN ILLINOIS NEGRO 

ASSAULTS A LITTLE GIRL. 


Assailant Is Placed In Jail In Car- 
bondale and Fears of Violence 
Are Entertained. 


Carbondale. Ill., Oct. 28.—This has 
been one of the most exciting nights In 
the history of this city. This morning 
Grade Short, the thlrteen-year-old 
daughter of George W. Short, a track¬ 
man. employed on the Illinois Central 
railroad, came to this city on a shop¬ 
ping tour. On returning she sought a 
ride with a stranger, and In the w'agon 
was Thomas Moberly, a colored man, 
aged thirty-five years. Near her home, 
which Is less than two miles from the 
city, she slighted and was soon fol¬ 
lowed by the negro, who overtook her. 
and brutally attacked her. Though the 
girl escaped, she received two ugly 
wounds. * 

The negro came to Carbondale and 
was attempting to leave the city on a 
freight train when he was caught. He 
was arraigned before Justice Clayton 
and was readily identified by the child. 
The crowd In the room became furious, 
and several persons attacked the ne¬ 
gro. Inflicting severe wounds. The crowd 
was forced from the room by the offi¬ 
cers present, but men gathered in the 
street in great numbers, und there was 
much talk >f lynching the negro. Sev¬ 
eral deputy sheriffs arrived at 8:3u, p. 
in., and In h few minutes had spirited 
Moberly away. The negro Is still In 
town, however, and the people are 
greatly excited. 

At a late hour It was reported that 
a large number of men w’ere coming 
from Oartervlll**, Intent upon lynching 
the negro

NO RELIC TO BE LEFT 


To Satisfy Morbid Curios» 
ity Or Relatives. 


CLOTHES ORDERED BURNED. 


BODY TO BE SECRETLY BURIED 
WITHIN THE WALLS OF 
AUBURN PRISON. 


MILITIA FROM TWO STATES 

On Both Sides the Line Order Will Be 
Restored. 

Jackson, Miss.. Oct. 38—(Special.]— 
Gov. Lceiglno has received a telegram 
from Gov. H-ard. of Louisiana, asking 
permission to send troops through Mis¬ 
sissippi to Washington Parish, where 
a race riot is In progress. Permission 
was promptly granted. The Louisiana 
troops will come up the New* Orleans 
and Northeastern to Poplarvllle. Mar¬ 
lon county, from there they will go to 
Washington Parish by private convey¬ 
ance, a distance of twenty miles. 

The Sheriff of Marion county tele¬ 
graphs Gov. Longlno for permission to 
call out the Columbia Guards, and 
that was also granted. Marlon county 
Joins Washington Parish. The rioting 
Is understood to be Just across the line 
and many Misslsslppians are involved. 

Gov. Longlno has no authority to 
order troops to Balltown. La. He ha*, 
however, granted the request of the 
Sheriff of Marlon county asking th*t 
troops be sent to the State line near 
the scene for the protection of Missis¬ 
sippi people and for the suppression of 
of the rioters should the Mississippi 
line be crossed.

Auburn. N. Y.. Ocf 28 —Leon F. Cxol¬ 
gosz will have paid the tribute with hU 
life to the law as the murderer of Presi¬ 
dent William McKinley by 7?15 o'clock 
to-morrow morning, and. unless he un¬ 
dergoes a great change of heart and 
strength In the,few hours of life left to 
him, he will go to the electric chair un¬ 
confessed and unrepentant. He suffer¬ 
ed a slight nervous attack late to-day. 
but remained rullen and stoical up to 
the time the prison closed at 10 o'clock. 
He refined to heed the words of the 
priests who came to urge spiritual 
preparation fhr death,- and declined to 
either re-embrace Roman Catholicism 
renounce anarchy. Hence, unless he 
changes hls mind, TKere will 1>e no re¬ 
ligious ceremony at the end. 

• • • 

Will Not Surrender Body. 


Cxolgosz showed no strength of lovs 
for kin, nor did he turn to any of those 
higher considerations which ordinarily 
claim the thoughts of men occupying 
hls position. He may have suffered un¬ 
told torture, but. outwardly, he seem¬ 
ed sullen and indifferent. The State la 
not to surrender possession of hls body, 
and by sundown It will have been se¬ 
cretly Interred in ground controlled by 
the officials of Auburn prison. 

Waldeck Cxolgosz. brother of the 
murderer, foreseeing endless difficulties 
and potwlbly angry demonstrations a* 
the result of an attempt to give the 
body ordinary burial, heeded the advice 
of Superintendent of State Prisons Col¬ 
lins and Warden Mead, and formally re¬ 
linquished all claim to It. He merely 
stipulated that at the close of the au¬ 
topsy all parts of the body should be 
buried. All chance of an unhappy and 
unfortunate sequel to the execution, 
either In displays of popular contempt 
or the exhibition of ghastly relics. Is 
therefore finally prevented. 

• • • 

Clothes To Be Burned. 


The plan of burning his clothing and 
papers will be carried out immediately 
after the execution. 

The electrical machine Is ready for Its 
work; Auburn prison Is carefully guard¬ 
ed; the city Is In Its normal calm, and 
there seems to be no circumstance 
standing In the way of the successful 
and expeditions execution of the law. 

Crolgo«t held hls lost two Interviews 
to-night, the first with Supt. Collins and 
the second with hls brother and 
brother-in-law. Both of the Interview;* 
were brief, and the Interviewers did 
most of the talking until the question 
of religion wo* mentioned, whe n Czol¬ 
gosx broke from hls seeming lethargy 
and violently denounced the church and 
the clergy, and nude hls relatives prom¬ 
ise that there should be no service for 
him, living or dead. 

• • • 

Priests See Prisoner. 


Prior to the late evening Interviews, 
Czolgosx reluctantly received Fathers 
Fudzlnsk: and Hickey. It was Into In 
the afternoon, and It occurred after he 
had once refused to meet them. When 
they reached the prtoon Supt. Collins 
conveyed the request for an Interview* 
to the prisoner. Czolgosx sent back 
word that he did not care to see them, 
but the priests asked to see him. despite 
his refusal, Supt Collin* consented, and 
personally escorted them to the cell. 
The prlert* remained with Czolgosx for 
three-quarters of an hour, and earnest¬ 
ly pleuded with the prisoner to repent 
and pray for divine forgiveness. He re¬ 
jected all their advance*, however, and 
they regretfully withdrew They told 
the prisoner they would hold themselves 
ready to answer a call from him at any 
hour of the night. 

It was 7 o'clock when Supt. Collins 
wont Into the death house and tried fo 
get the prisoner to talk to him. Al¬ 
though he remained in the cell some 
time, he w*as apparently not s»ucee**ful 
In getting anything material from him.

No Demonstration. 


At 8 o'clock the brother and brother- 
In-Uw arrived, and Supt. Collins took 
them down to the condemned man's 
cell.

Among fusion lets generally, these being 
divergence of opinion In some quarters, 
the belief holds that Seth Low will win 
by a large majority, not necessarily of a 
landslide character, but beyond what the 
most unwilling could call close.

Washington. Ind., OcL 28.—[Speclal.] 
— 1 The trial of Frank Purcell, charged 
with wife murder, was commenced In 
the Circuit Court to-day. The court 
room was packed with people anxious 
to hear the evidence. Purcell Is 
charged with kicking his wife to death 
on the night of their daughter's wed- 
Ing. a fourteen-year-old son, who saw 
the blows delivered, being the prose¬ 
cuting witness. He will be placed on 
the witness stand to-morrow'. 

William Crouch, a brother-in-law', to¬ 
day testified that he‘was one of the 
wedding guests and heard Purcell tell 
his wife that "some one might get 
their damn brains knocked out before 
the wedding is over/* Mrs. Nonh 
Southerland. the sixteen-year-old 
daughter who was married the night 
of the alleged crime, testified to-dny 
that her father frequently abused the 
fpmliy. That she saw' him strike her 
mother with his fists and once saw him 
strike his son Jesse with a hatchet. 

Mrs. William Crouch testified that 
she heard Purcell say that his daugh¬ 
ter would have to remain away from 
his house after the wedtflng. This re¬ 
mark caused Mrs. Purcell to go to the 
barn crying. Purcell soon followed 
her. 

Physicians who held an autopsy on 
the body testified that Mrs. Purcell 
died from a ruptured spleen and that 
numerous bruises were found on her 
body.

GAS TRUST IS LEGAL. 

Chicago Combine Wins Its Fight In 
the Courts. 

Chicago, Oct. 2$.— Judge Hanecy. In 
the Circuit Court, to-day declared vslid 
the £.is consolidation act of 1S97. by 
which a number of gas companies were 
merged Into the Pcople’js Gaslight and 
Coke Company. The matter before the 
court was a petition “by the people" 
and Slate's Attorney Deneen for quo 
warranto proceedings to compel the 
People’s Gas Light and Coke Company 
to show by what authority it operated, 
the complainants averring ihat the con¬ 
solidation act was invalid. Judge Hun- 
ecy vacated a previous order by Judge 
Tuley, alleging the bringing of quo war¬ 
ranto proceedings, and dismissed life 
case. 

In so doing he said the question was 
not eo much one of th“ rights of the 
people as individual righto Were the 
consolidation act unconstitutional, the 
court declared the people would not be 
benefited, a* the ten original companies 
would resume business tinder their old 
franchises when the price of gas ranged 
from $1.25 to 13.50 a thousand feet. In¬ 
stead of $1.10, at as present. The case 
will be appealed.

The Rear Admiral Shows By Figures 
Just What the Brooklyn Did 
In Battle. 


MAY CONCLUDE TODAY. 


Washington, Oct. 28.—The cross-ex¬ 
amination of Rear Admiral Schley be¬ 
gan to-day before the Court of inquiry 
and hardly more than a third of the 
ground was covered when the court ad¬ 
journed at 4 o'clock. After Rear Ad¬ 
miral Schley concludes to-morrow two 
other witnesses will be called iri his 
behalf. Rcnr Admiral Baker and Capt. 
Thomas Borden. The latter was an 
officer of the marine corps aboard the 
Brooklyn. The Judge Advocate then 
will call his witnesses In rebuttal, of 
whom there are understood to be more 
than fifteen, and It is probable that 
Rear Admiral Schley's counsel will call 
wit nesses in sur-rebuttal. 

The crowd present to-day. while 
hardly so large as on Friday last when 
Admiral Schley told the story of the 
battle of Santiago, showed unabated in¬ 
terest In the proceedings. Nothing sen¬ 
sational developed and the only out- 
burnt In the court occurred when Mr. 
Rayner, Rear Admiral Schley's coun¬ 
sel, objected to a line of Inquiry of the 
Judge Advocate designed to criticise 
Rear Admiral Schley's Alleged failure 
to formulate a plan of battle, with the 
declaration that as Admiral Sampson 
was In command hto Junior had no 

right to plan an order of battle. 

• • • 

Damage Done By Brooklyn. 

Rear Admiral Schley concluded his 
direct examination, which continued 
only about ten minutes after the court 
convened this morning, with a state, 
ment of the effect of fire of the respec¬ 
tive fleets at Santiago, showing that 36 
per cent, of the hits suffered by the 
enemy were scored by the Brooklyn’s 
flve-Incli guns, while hto ship received 
70 per cent, of the hits from the Span¬ 
ish ships. Cnpt. Lemly's cross-exam¬ 
ination was very searching. Admiral 
Schley, however, appeared to be un¬ 
ruffled throughout the examination, 
frankly admitting on several occasions 
that he could nut remember little de¬ 
tails after the lapse of three years. 

• « * 

Lemly Squelched. 

One line of Inquiry which the Judge 
Advocate tried to press to sboty th»rt 
Admiral Schley did not proceed “with 
dispatch" from Key West to Clertfu- 
egns by attempting to contrast the 
speed made between Charleston and 
Key West with the time between Key 
West and Clenfucgos was curtailed by 
a decision of the court which confined 
the questions to the time subsequent to 
May 19. th* day on which the flying 
squadron left Key West. 

• « • 

Interview With Sampson. 

The Judge Advocate, in his cross-ex¬ 
amination, dwelt upon the Interview’ 
between Admiral Sampson and Com¬ 
mander Schley*at Key West before the 
departure- of the flying squadron, at 
which the latter testified that Admiral 
Sampson Instructed him not to expose 
hto ships to shore batteries until the 
Spanish fleet had t»een destroyed, on the 
fact that Admiral Schley issued no 
written statement of battle, on the 
question qf coaling off Clenfuego*. and 
the step**; Schley took there to ascer¬ 
tain the presence of the* Spanish fleet. 
He was cross-examining the witness 
upon matters connected with the cruise 
or the squadron from Clenfuegos to 
Santiago when court adjourned. 

Tile retrograde movement, the firing 
upon the Colon and the battle of San¬ 
tiago, which constitute the main fea¬ 
tures of the ptecept, were not touched 
upon to-day. 

• • • 

Schley Takes the Stand. 

Rear Admlrn.1 Schley took the stand 
about 11:40 o’clock. In reply to a ques¬ 
tion from Mr. Rayner, the Admiral said 
that he had no recollection of the ships 
getting Into a mlx-up on leaving Clen¬ 
fuegos for San Hugo. 

Mr. Rayner then a«ked Admiral 
Schley regarding alleged conversations 
with Admiral, thefi Captain, Evans on 
July 4 oi 5. 

• • • 

Talk With Evans. 

“I did have a conversation with him," 
replied the witness. “But I do not re¬ 
member whether It was the 4th »»r 5th. 

I would say of Capt. Evans, as I have 
said of nil the others, ! do not believe 
he would willingly misstate. I think hto 
recollection Is at fault. He did have ft 
conversation with me In relation to 
shooting the bow oft of one of the tor¬ 
pedo-boats and the stern off another 
nnfi putting hto hvlm ustarboard and 
raking one ship and then sport and 
inking another. My recollection now to 
that preliminarily he said to me: 'Did 
you see “Jack Philip start to run 
away?" and 1 said, "No;“ that he was 
mistaken. It wus the Brooklyn that 
made the turn, and I asked him If he 
did not see the tactical necessity for 
It/' 

• • • 

Effect of the Loop. 

Mr. Rayner then called Admiral 
Schley's attention to. the testimony of 
Admiral Taylor, who, as Captain, com¬ 
manded the battleship Indiana during 
the battle off Santiago, a ml Capt. Daw¬ 
son. who commanded the marines on 
that vessel, to the effect thut the Brook¬ 
lyn. when she made the loop, went 
southward a mile or a mile and a half. 

“I think they are entirely and abso¬ 
lutely mistaken.’* replied the witness. 
“1 say emphatically that the Brooklyn 
did not run south, and any statement to 
the contrary to a mistake." 

“The Brooklyn did not pass to the 
southward of the line except the dis¬ 
tance perhaps of her tactical diameter, 
w'hich surely w*as not greater than 600 
yards, and from that time she steered 
a course purailed to the Spaniards, and 
1 do not think wc were over $,900 or 
2.400 yards at any time from the .Span-

Proves His Statement. 


The Admiral then by permission of 
the court revertea to his narrative of 
Friday and spoke of the hits on the 
Spanish squadron. The Brooklyn, he 
testified, was the only ship carrying 
five-inch gun*. A record of the hita re¬ 
ceived by the enemy showed thAt 36 
per cent, of the hits scored by the Amer¬ 
ican fleet came from those guns on the 
Brooklyn. The Brooklyn received 30 of 
the 42 hits from the Spanish fleet, or 
about 70 per cent. With this statement 
Admiral Schley concluded his direct tes¬ 
timony and the Judge Advocate then 
began the cross-examination. 

• • • 

Cross Examined. 

He was eeked first about the consul¬ 
tation with the commanders at Hamp¬ 
ton Roads before the flying Equadron 
sailed to the southward. In reply Ad¬ 
miral Schley said that Capts* Hlggln- 
son, Jewell, Sands, Cook and Marlx were 
present. 

He explained that they hid disrupted 
the order of battle in case the Spanish 
fleet wm met and also the question of 

torpedoes. 

“Was there any other consultation 
with the Captains?" 

"Yes, off Santiago for the purpose 
of explaining the formation of the 
blockade and the method of attack In 
case we met the SpanUti fleet/' 

“Was there any prescribed order of 
battle in writing?" 

“I did not consider It necessary. We 
would fight the elilps by signal." 

“Was there time to place the order of 
battle In writing?" 

"Yes." 

"Do not the regulations prescribe or¬ 
der of battle shall be reduced to writ¬ 
ing?” 

"I do not recall." 

• • • 

Talk With Sampson. 

He was then closely questioned as to 
wi»o was present in the cabin of the 
New’ York at Key We?t when he talked 
over the campaign with Sampson. Ad¬ 
miral Schley replied that Capt. Chad¬ 
wick had been present part of the time. 

"When was this?" 

"On May 18.” 

"Did Admiral Sampson exhibit to you 
any or all the instructions he had from 
the Navy Department?" 

"No; he simply spoke of 'confidential 
instructions from the Secretary of the 
Navy.* " 

The Judge Advocate then Jumped to 
the communication from the Marble¬ 
head conveyed to Schley through the 
Eagle while the flying squadron was bn 
its way to Clenfuegos. Tha' Admiral 
said that the message he received was 
that there was no news of the Spanish 
fleet. 

Admiral Schley was asked wby he did 
not personally communicate with Capt. 
McCalta when he met the Marblehead 
on the way down. He replied that he 
saw’ the auxiliary coming down from 
the Marblehead to communicate with 
him. It was Capt. McCalla's duty. If he 
possessed important Information, to 
communicate It. 

Continuing hto examination, Capt. 
Lerhly asked: 

"When at 9:43 8. m. May 20 you sight¬ 
ed a man of war as shown by the 
Brooklyn’s log. and cleared for action, 
what reders had been issued In con¬ 
formity with the provisions of the reg¬ 
ulations which require that. If possible, 
before going Into action the Command¬ 
er-In-Chief must supply every' Captain 
with a plan of battle showing the posi¬ 
tion each shall occupy. 

• • • 

Vital Instructions. 

"I should not think any Instructions 
would be necessary for a fleet meeting 
a single vessel except to smash her up." 

c/pt. Lemly—-Could you tell absolutely 
there was only a single vessel although 
you sighted but one?" 

“As I only saw one smoke I presume!, 
of course, there was but one vessel. Sub¬ 
sequently w'e raised tht? Vesuvius, which 
was very much low’er In the water." 

Capt. Lemly—As a matter of fact, 
there was more than one vessel? 

"There were two vessels; that was de¬ 
veloped later." 

"Others might have been developed In 
the same way?" 

"If they had I should have pitied 
them. If they had been separated they 
would have permitted themselves to be 
knocked to pieces." 

• • • 

Rayner Objects. 

At this point, Mr. Ravner, addressing 
himself to Capt. Lemly. Vald that he did 
not want to object to this line of ques¬ 
tioning. but that there was no specifica¬ 
tion which called for it "I wish to sub¬ 
mit to the Judge Advocate as well ns to 
the court," he said, "that here Is a sec¬ 
tion of the naval regulations which 
saya *he ahaJI, If possible, before going 
into action, supply every Captain with 
a plan of batlo. and n.'rign thereon the 
position each shall occupy.* There to 
no sperlflcaUon here that he ha«* dis¬ 
obeyed any regulation of the navy. I am 
confident that if he had disobeyed them 
they would have been In the specifica¬ 
tion, because they Include almost every¬ 
thing in relation to the whole subject I 
suppose tnere must be some discretion 
left to a man in command of a fle»*t. Ad¬ 
miral Schley could not supply a plan of 
battle at Key West, nr at Clenfucgos, 
that took place before Santiago. When 
was the time to Supply It? He could 
not supply it on July 2 He had no right 
to supply it. There was not h moment 
of time between June 1 and July 3 that 
he had a right to supply any plan of 
action. That to the point I wish to 
make. Naval regulations of doubtful 
Imp-art and ambiguoua phraseology are 
brought in here.” 

• ft • 

Follow the Flag. 

Mr. Rayner said that the questh n of 
naval regulations had not been brought 
to the attention of Admiral Schley; that 
they had had no opportunity to go Into 
it. ”1 think." he said, "that 'follow the 
flag* to an order of battle. How often 
has the signal, 'follow the flag* been 
given? The only signal Nelson ever gave 
at Trafalgar was that 'England expects 
every man to do hto duty.* " 

Capt. Lemly naked Mr. Rayner If he 
was confining himself to July 3 In r ga d 
to the plan of battle. 

"What order/* a^ked Mr. Rayner, 


"could Admiral Schley have given be¬ 
tween June 1 and July 3T* 

"He was going cut to meet the en¬ 
emy." said Capt. Lemly, “and w<! con¬ 
tend that under those circumstances he 
should have had a prescribed alterna¬ 
tive order of battle. This whole mat¬ 
ter has gone right through the entire 
proceeding*, as to whether he had a 
prescribed order of battle In writing and 
distributed to the fleet under hto com¬ 
mand, and it belongs to that clause of 
the precept ‘Conduct during the Santi¬ 
ago campaign.* ** 

• • • 

Lemly Defeated. 

The court at this point of the discus¬ 
sion retired for consultation. 

Upon returning Admiral Dewey stated 
their decision as follows: 

“The court decides that all questions 
to be asked of the applicant shall be 
confined to between May 19 and June 
1. relating to the organization, manage- 
ment and control of that squadron 
when he w’as actually Commander-In- 
Chief.” 

The Judge Advocate then asked the 
witness whether between the dates to 
which the court had restricted the ex¬ 
amination he had, according to article 
21 of the regulations, furnished each 
Captain with a plan of battle. 

“Verbally, yes." 

•‘But not In writing?" 

“I did nat think the regulations re¬ 
quired It." 

• • • 

Instructions Confidential. 

"Did you communicate to your Cap¬ 
tains your confidential Instructions 
from Admiral Sampson not to expose 
your ships to land batteries before the 
destruction of the Spanish fleet?“ 

"1 did not. because I regarded them 
as confidential.” 

At 1 o'clock the court took a recess 
until 2 o'clock. 

After the recess the Judge Advocate 
continued hto cross-examination of Ad¬ 
miral Schley. 

fapt. Lemly stated that the Iowa left 
Key West at 11 o'clock a. ni. on May 
20 and gained In her trip about 31 hours 
on the squadron. He asked the witness 
how he accounted for this, particularly 
In view of the fact that the Iowa had 
orders to show herself off Havana en 
route. 

Before Admiral Schley could answer 
this question Mr. Raynor asked Capt. 
Lemly where he got his figures of 31 
hours. 

A short discussion then ensued as to 
the time of the arrival of the flying 
squadron off Clenfucgos. and both sides 
finally settled on 12 hours instead of 31. 

Mr. Lemy then repeated his question 
on a basis of 14 hour*. 

“The only reason I can give." said the 
witness, "to that she stood directly 
across from Key West to Havana, also 
that In shore the *.urrent would not be 
as strong as it was off shore. Then 
probably she may have steamed out of 
the current after the got around." 

• • • 

Rayner Again Objects. 

Mr Rayner called attention to the 
fact that the precept does not raise any 
question concerning the movement of 
the squadron from Key West to Clen¬ 
fuegos, but Capt. Lemly and Mr. Han¬ 
na contended that inquiry In this line 
to Included in the precept's Instruction 
to investigate Admiral Schley's conduct 
generally. In presenting his objection, 
Mr. Rayner spoke of the “charges 
against Admiral Schley." but Capt. 
Lemly replied that there were no 
"charges." 

• • • 

Court's Decision. 

The court retired to consider Mr. Ray- 
ner's suggestion, and when its mem¬ 
bers returned Admiral Dewey an¬ 
nounced its decision, as follows; 

The court to of opinion that this ques¬ 
tion to In compliance with its decision of 
this morning, coming between the dates 
of the 19th of May and the 1st of June. 
The court to also of opinion that this 
witness occupies a different position from 
any other witness on the stand and he Is 
better qualified to give reasons than any 
other witness. If It to true that there wa» 
delay In that trip from Key West to Clen¬ 
fuegos, the wltnesa on the stand L better 

S uailfied to give reasons than anyone ©to© 
o briefly, this Is a renewal of the decision 
of this morning. 

Capt. Lemly then began a line of In¬ 
quiry to develop the farts concerning 
the alleged delays en route to Clenfue¬ 
gos, beginning with the Interview be- 
tw’een Admiral Schley anti Capt. Ches¬ 
ter, of the Cincinnati. In connection 
with this Incident Admiral Schley re¬ 
peated that he had declined to take the 
Cincinnati along because be did not feel 
that he had a right to take a ship 
from w’here she had been placed by the 
Commander-In-Chief. 

• • • 

No News In Dispatches. 

“When did you first acquire the belief 
that the Spanish fleet was at Clen¬ 
fuegos?" asked the Judge Advocate. 

‘'That question Is," the witness said 
In reply, “difficult to answer, but I 
think I became reasonably certain that 
the fleet was there after hearing the 
gun firing on the afternoon preceding 
my arrival and after receiving the news 
brought by the Adula from Kingston.** 
“Was there anything In dispatches 
Nos. 5 and 7 to Indicate that the Span¬ 
iards were at Clenfuegos?" 

“There was not.** 

“Why did you not make an effort to 
ascertain whether the Bpafltoh fleet was 

In Clenfuegos?” 

“I made a distinct effort on May 23 
by allowing the Adula to go in.” 

“You regard that as the best effort 
that could have been made?" 

“I do. Inasmuch aa she was to come 
out the day following."

Collins asked that the situation be 
fairly rtated to the father and that If 
he agreed a telegram of rellqulshment 
be signed by him at once. 

Thu Cleveland police expressed the 
hope that the body would never be sent 
to that city.

Signs Agreement. 


When the superintendent submitted 
the instrument relinquishing all claim 
to the body to Waldcck Czolgosz he 
refused to sign It until he had an op¬ 
portunity to advise with Thomas Ban- 
dowski. hto brother-in-law. who was the 
leader in the plant to secure the body. 
He promised a final answer at 7 o’clock, 
when he was to call with Bandowskl 
for a final visit to the condemned man. 
Collins agreed to send for him, but 
would not let the brother leave the 
prison. Finally he was, at 6 o’clock, 
informed Ihut the people at the Buffalo 
crematory would not accept the body 
and Superintendent Collins at once 
pointed out to him that he would have 
the body on his hands. At a few min¬ 
utes past G o'clock he agreed to feign, 
and It was at once decided to bury the 
body In the prison. 

The agreement signed prohibits any 
portion of the body being removed 
from the prison, and this will be 
strictly enforced. 

Czolgosz suffered a slight nervous at¬ 
tack late this afternoon, but the prison 
officials did not regard It In the light 
of a breakdown And adhered to the be¬ 
lief that he will go unfalteringly to 
the chair and death.

Czolgosz Nervous. 

Dr Carlos F. MacDonald and Prison 
Physician Gerln visited the cell at 8 
O'clock. They found the prisoner suf¬ 
fering from extreme nervousness that 
manifested ttseJf In dilated eyes and 
free-flowing perspiration. When they 
finished the examination the prisoner 
turned sullenly from them and retired 
into the corner of hto cell, refusing to 
talk They gave him no treatment and 
were of the opinion that while he was 
very nervous he did not show signs of 
absolute collapse. 

Czolgosz had Just concluded a lengthy 
Interview with Fathers Fudzlnskl ami 
Hickey. There had be^n considerable 
traffic in the corridor leading Ip the 
death chamber and the prison officials 
were inclined to ascribe the disturb¬ 
ance of the prlsomr to these circum¬ 
stances. 

Aside from the break at nightfall. 
Czolgosz spent hto last day of life 
much as he did all the others since he 
passed Into the hands of the law. 

The Approach of death seemed to 
awaken no greater cor.seloomcs* of his 
position. He again turned his back upon 
the priests who came to urge him to 
confers and repent and was undemon¬ 
strative in th© pros-nee of those of his 
kin, who came to ray a last farewell to 
him.

Remains Silent. 

When alone with hto guards he re¬ 
mained silent amd p»s?ed the time 
either lying on t»to bunk "r in alowty 
pacing up and down the cell. He talked, 
when addressed, to these admitted near 
his cell, but with hi# old deliberation 
and slowness. If he knew strong emu* 
ti*>n at any time, he was successful In 
concealing It from thoee who watched 
over him.

When the boy escaped from the negro 
he hurried home and told his parents 
wh%t had occurred, and In a short time 
the news had spread to the citizens of 
the neighborhood and the surrounding 
country. It was the work of but a 
few moments to organize an armed 
posse and a bond of determined men 
was soon lr. pursuit of Esters, who fled 
the moment he permitted the boy to go. 
The people of the vicinity are thor¬ 
oughly aroused.

The report was signed by all of the 
members of the committee.

Mr. Cherry's attorney gave notice of 
an appeal.

TRIALS TO BE CONSOLIDATED. 

Judge Clark Refuses To Grand Sever¬ 
ance of Bank Cases. 

Nashville, Tenn.. Oct. 28.—[Special.]— 
Judge dark, in the Federal Court this 
morning, announced that the bank 
case* would be consolidated If possible 
and tried at the April term of court. 
Counsel for John Connor, of the firm of 
Connor A Brady, endeavored to secure 
a severance on the ground that Connor 
had no acquaintance with Lea. the In¬ 
dicted bank bookkeeper, and had never 
had any business transactions with 
him, directly or Indirectly. Connor 
claimed that If there were illegal deal¬ 
ings with his firm they were with 
Brady, and that he knew’ nothing of 
them. 

In denying the motion for severance. 
Judge Clark said that It would take the 
balance of a man's life to try these 
cases separately, and If there was any 
doubt na to his right to consolidate the 
cases, he Intended to resolve that doubt 
in favor of consolidation. 


JUDGE CLARK’S RULING. 

Proposes To Cut Down Number of 
Criminal Cases In His Court. 

Nashville, Tenn., Oct. 28.—[Special.]— 
In the Federal Court this morning. 
Judge Clark threw a bombshell into the 
rank* of Deputy United State* Mar¬ 
shals. when he announced that he pro¬ 
posed to hereafter put through the crim¬ 
inal ducket of his court w’lthing four 
days. 

He said that he proposed to notify the 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue that 
after January he would not let a Dep¬ 
uty Marshal have anything to do with 
a revenue case, except to execute 
processes. Thc^e liqtior-pelllng cases, he 
said, had turned the tribunal Into a po¬ 
lice court, and he proposed to not only 
dismiss them, but remove officials who 
had anything to do with working them 
up. He will recommend that a suffi¬ 
cient number of deputies to execute 
processes be placed on salary.

HOW SHE WAS CAPTURED. 

Kidnaping of Miss Stono and Her 
Companion Described By Eye-Wit¬ 
nesses. 

Newr York, Oct. 28 —A special to the 
Pres* from Boston says: 

Under the caption. "The Odyssey of 
Mias Ellen Stone." the Evening Post of 
Sofia, Bulgaria, copies of which have 
Just been received In Boston, publishes 
a description of the capture of the 
American missionary- The article con¬ 
tains an interview with Konstantins 
Pltsln, the Bulgarian horse keeper, 
whose horses were ridden tv Miss 
Stone and her party when they were 
held up by the brigands from the fron 

tier. It thus describes the capture:

Call To Surrender. 

"We werrt traveling from Bansko to 
Djumay (both are In Turktsh territory) 
upon the mountain road. In the place 
known as Gradavlshte there suddenly 
appeared ten men, w’ho, covering us 
with Mausers, called out * 'tesllm uluu’ 
(Turkish for surrender). 

"We were all on horseback, six wom¬ 
en and three men. including Grlgor 
Tstlka (the husband of Mme. Tsilka) 
and the student Dimtrl Kostov. We 
all dismounted and were driven straight 
up the mountain. The place was most 
Impassable The saddles of the horses 
and even the clothes of tho women 
were scratched and torn to threads by 
■the heavy underbrush.

The Turks Invariably 
protect them from Backsheesh. The 
brigands will kill Mias Stane if they do 
not get the random. They have said 
so. and they always keep their word. 
This I* brigand code of honor. Other 
bands will eeoff at them If they let her 
go without money. 

"If we find th^m we will hang them 
all. They are sure to be caught within 
a year." 

Consul General Dickinson assert* that 
the real cause of the delay In finding 
Miss Stone Is the rivalry between the 
Turkish and the Bulgarian Govern¬ 
ments who fix the rcsponsoblllty on 
each other. Turkey want* to find her 
in Bulgarian territory, and vice vers 1 ! 

Dr. Dickinson also declares that 300 
Bulgarian soldiers are totally inadequate 
fur the frontier over 100 miles long. 


"About 500 metres from Leaning Rock 
our captors were Joined by twenty-two 
more Turks and Amauts. wrho searched 
the women and took away their watche* 
and other valuables on the spot. Miss 
Stone had about fifty lire Turk:sh with 
her. Then they led off Miss Stone and 
Mme. T*Hka, and left the rest of u* 
tinder a guard of fifteen men. There 
we remained all night under pain of 
being shed If we stirred. When day¬ 
break came w*e saw’ that the guard had 
vanished, and we went to Mahomlu. 

• • • 

Spoke Only Turkish. 

'The brigands spoke only Turkish. 
On the day after my arrest In Mahomla 
I was taken before the Kadi, who 
urged me to sa>* that the brigands were 
Bulgarians. This I refused to do. be¬ 
cause I did not wish to perjure myself. 
Then they put me on the ground and 
beat me with rods and kicked me uutil 
I was unconscious. 

'On the next day the Turkish sol¬ 
diers captured all the I cutters In 

the mountains of Orndevskr. and mo» 
ltd the Tien, While the WOtnCfi and 
children we.e driven to Djumay In 
chains. Af»-»r three days I was re¬ 
leased and me 'eeded In making my way 
to the mountal is. and then escaped Into 
Bulgaria."

TORTURED AND STARVED 
WAS TENNESSEE SOLDIER 


Body cf Coiporal Dolftn B Ing Brought 
Back From Philippines For 
Burial. 


Han Francisco,Cal.,Oct. 28 — [Special.] 
—The trans)>ort Mf»ade, which arrived 
to-day from Manila, brought the body 
of Corporal John A. Dolan, of Tennes¬ 
see, of the Thirty-seventh volunteer In¬ 
fantry. who was captured and starved 
to death by the Ladrones of Laguna 
province, sixty mile* south of Manila 

All that was found of Dolan by his 
comrades aft*r they had driven the 
Filipino bandits from their stronghold 
months after his capture, was only h 
portion of his body, with a ring still 
around one of his shriveled finger*. 
w*hieh served to Kbnttfy nim. 

Dolan and a guard were captured by 
the Ladrones, later being curried to a 
mountain fastness and slowly starved 
to death. It Is believed that Dolau 
suffered great tortures in various ways 
during the starving process, and was 
probably left alive in camp when the 
Ladrones, following their usual custom, 
changed their abode. He w'as unable 
to travel and mot a lingering death. 


Macedonian’s Story. 

In another Issue the Sofia Post prints 
an Interview* with a Macedonian refugee 
who made hi* escape from Turkish ter¬ 
ritory Into Bulgaria. 

The Post quotes the refugee as say¬ 
ing: 

In the town of Gradevo flfb**n 
townsmen w’ere arrested and driven In 
chains to Djumay. w’here they w*ere sub¬ 
jected to fearful tortures In prison. In 
the village of Suhblnovo peasants were 
seized and their feet placed In vises. 
After each tightening of the screw’s 
they were urged to make a confession 
Identifying the brigands as Bulgarians. 
In many other villages the same bar¬ 
barities are being practiced, all on the 
pretext of trying to locate the captured 
American." 

According to the Sofia correspondent 
of the Journal and Advertiser. Col. 
Kantcheff. prefect of ‘he Bulgarian po¬ 
lice. has made the following statement 
regarding Miss Ston*. the missing mis¬ 
sionary:

Bulgarians’ Search. 

"If Miss Stone Is living sh* will he 
found within ten da** Three different 
parties are now en route to establish 
communication with the brigands. Dick¬ 
inson hn* sent two young men from So¬ 
fia. They are Macedonians and know 
the country well A party of five ha* 
gone from Samakey with the same ob¬ 
ject In view. They are former pupils 
of Mis* Stone and volunteered for the 
trip. Mr. Dickinson pay* all expens**. 

"The third party consist* of one sent 
by the Russian Minister. 

"This Is the most mysterious affair 
we have had since the court photog¬ 
rapher was captured in the woods ntot 
Kamakoy thirteen years ng >. He i« still 
living, and his frugal life with the brig¬ 
ands cured him of several diseases. 

• • • 

Silence Ominous. 

"It I* omlriou* that nothing has been 
heard of the captive for a month. Our 
severe measures have driven the brig¬ 
ands from the frontier to the Interior, 
and it Is now’ a race between the three 
relief parties to see which will find her 
first. Some one Is sure to find her If 
living. 

"New* has reached us that the brig¬ 
ands were attacked by Turkish troops, 
but thto Is not confirmed.

WORK OF THE BRIGANDS. 

Mme. Tsilka’s Husband Tells of the 
Capture. 

New York. Oct. 28.—Gregory M Tsil¬ 
ka. husband of the woman held cap¬ 
tive with Miss Ellen M. Stone by Bul¬ 
garian brigand*. In a letter dated Salon- 
ica. Turkey, October 7, and received to¬ 
day by the Rev. Edward A. H. Briggs, 
pastor of Waverly Congregational 
church, Jersey City Heights, says: 

My Dear Briggs: On Tuesday, the 1st, 
a week ago. a large party of us were 
traveling from lionsko to DJumaJo. On 
our way wo found ourselves surrounded 
by a band of men. about thlpty In num¬ 
ber. all armed with the latest rifles. They 
demanded our surrender and then made 
ira climb up a thick forest, slopping here 
and there to examine the place. After half 
on hour or more we were expected to sit 
down. Then they chose Miss Stone, an 
American missionary, and my w f«*. and 
taking two of our horses they went fur¬ 
ther In. while they kept us, the rest, un¬ 
til the next morning, so that we could not 
go nnd report to the Government. Just 
at the time, before the taking of the 
ladles, we had to witness a most terrible 
thing. They hnd captured at the same 
time—a little before or after, we don't 
know—a Turk, and while they tied his 
hands back they were beating him w'lth 
the backs of their rifles, and finally, tak¬ 
ing his own knife, they stabbed h*.m sev¬ 
en time* and he fell dead. 

For a long time we had to wait and 
hear nothing Oh, the agony and the 
sleepless night* that we have spent wait¬ 
ing and watching with no answer Final¬ 
ly we got h letter telfing us that the 
reason of their capture was to get money. 
They demand more than $1<*),OUO. It Is a 
very large sum. and It seems Impossible 
to get It I am confident (hat our friends 
In America will do all In tludr pow’er. 
Bray for us. When my wife gets free you 
shall have a long story of her experi¬ 
ences. God grant her freedom. 

I should have written sooner, but I 
have been In the hands of the Govern¬ 
ment, being examined and cross-exum'ned 
almost every day Many people have suf¬ 
fered terribly on this account. Some have 
been beaten to death with the hope that 
before they died they would tell w'here 
the missionaries are. The inhabitants all 
around the place where they were cap¬ 
tured are In prison or have run away and 
deserted their homes. Your friend.

Washington. Oct. 28.—[Special.]—The 
Secretary of War this morning ordered 
the return of the papers In the case 
of Lieut. Preston Brown to the general 
court-martial at Manila, before which 
the cA*e was tried. This action of the 
Secretary calling for a revision Is du** 
to a technical defect In the findings, and 
w’hlle It will not change the general 
phase* of the case as they will finally 
come before the pardoning pow’er, it 
will driay action for two months or 
over. 

The findings of courts-martial are nev¬ 
er made public at the department, and 
It la only through the fact that the 
case came before the Judge Advocate 
General that It Is known the penalty 
was dismissal Other details of the find¬ 
ings are unknown. The army regula¬ 
tions provide that In time of war. mur¬ 
der and other crimes shall be punish¬ 
able by the sentence of a general court- 
martial, when committed by persons In 
the military service of the United States. 
It is further provided that punishment 
In any such case shall not be less than 
the punishment provided for like offense 
by the laws of the State. Territory or 
district In which such offense ha* been 
committed. From the action of the Sec¬ 
retary of War It is evident that the 
failure of the court-martial to follow 
this clause! in Us relation to the Phil¬ 
ippine penal code is the cause of the re¬ 
vision.

Germany’s Great Bank. 

The nows that Is coming from Berlin 
flow Is of a more encouraging nature 
than has been the case for many 
months. The last statement of the Im¬ 
perial Bank showed an Improvement 
of 101,000.000 marks, or about $25,000,000, 
tn Its financial position, there being a 
rash Increase of 61.060.000 marks and n 
contraction of fi0.036.00Q marks in note 
circulation. This statement followed 
one as good the week before, and there 
was also reported a continuance of the 
Investment of foreign capital In Indus¬ 
trial shares and a better tone In coal. 
Iron and ateel stocks generally. Even 
the electric company shares seemed to 
b»i coming back Into public favor, one 
of them gaining seven points during 
the week. 

The fait that the Imperial Bank is 
able to make such reports after two 
years of a moat disastrous period is a 
marvelous Indorsement of th*» scientific 
bunking system of Germany. At a 
time when a great number of banks 
and Industrial concerns were falling 
Under the gravest circumstances, the 
Relchsbank sustained the money mar¬ 
ket with Indomitable courage and with 
success. The demand upon It for cash 
In one week alone amounted to $100,- 
000.000, yet It was met without any ag¬ 
gravation of the situation and with no 
advance of the discount rate above 4 
per c#nt. People whb become alarmed 
at $0,000,000 increase In loans, such as 
happened last week In New York, will 
Stand aghast at these figures, and yet 
It Is matter-of-fact history. An expan¬ 
sion of $65,000,000 In the bank's note Is¬ 
sues was necessary, but It was made 
without the turning of a hair and the 
nation saved perhaps from bankruptcy. 

The Relchsbank was enabled to per¬ 
form this extraordinary feat of finance 
by means of the wonderful elasticity 
of Its charter’s currency provisions. 
The nnnilr.nl limit of Its note Issues Is 
$112.3*0,000, but It Is permitted to Issue 
pot's In any amount above Its cash 
reserve upon payment of a 5 per cent, 
tax to the Government. In this way 
It la able to meet any emergency de¬ 
mand by Inflating Its circulation. The 
tax provt6k>n prevents any deprecia¬ 
tion, for as fa*t as the demand sub¬ 
sides the notes are withdrawn from cir¬ 
culation and canceled, as is brins done 
Dow. At the period the extraordinary 
demand was made upon the bank the 
txce.ss of notes put out was 525,000,000 
above the legal reserv*. but such Is the 
Confidence tn the men who manage the 
' Relchsbank that not the slightest 
alarm was felt. The currency is thus 
| absolutely under the control of the 
[ great bank. Currency Is now return- 
[ ing to It, and within the |««t two week* 
I about $20,000,000 has come in in cash. 
I and there has been a note contraction 


of 132,580,000 marks, equivalent, rough¬ 
ly speaking, to about $33,590,090. 1C Is 
an Improvement wf do hot see in’ New 
York except pfter pcrlpds of panic, atich 
ns came on the 9th of lust May. * 

The German banking syttom Is.tery 
highly thought of by scientific finan¬ 
ciers.' The Loudon Statist has repeat- f 
edly pronounced it far the superior of 
the British system or even that of 
France. AS for our own awkward 
management of the currency which 
make* it Irresponsive tq- the demands 
of trade, the Statist tats only words 
of wonder that It can be tolerated by 
such a great nation. The power of the 
Reicbshank has enabled Germany to 
weather an unparalleled period of de¬ 
pression by lending money in all rea¬ 
sonable quantities at the hour when it 
was most needed. Contrast It with the 
experiences in this country when at 
the time of emergency banks call their 
loans instead, of enlarging them, 
though offered perfectly good security.

Getting Away From Br.se. 

"When the mariner has been loosed for 
many days in thick weather ami on an 
unknown sea, he naturally avails hlmsrif 
of the first pause In the storm, the ear¬ 
liest glance of the sun, to take hIf .latitude 
and ascertain how far the element * have 
driven him from his true courso. Let us 
imitate this prudelW. a ml* before we float 
farther on the waves of this debate, re¬ 
fer to the po’nt from which we departed 
that we may at least be able to conjecture 
where we now are."—fDaniel Webster. 

Inscrutable are the wavs of Provi¬ 
dence. Why the African was brought 
to America In Eastern ships, to be sold 
as a slave to Southern buyers—and 
why the Southerners bought him—Is a 
mystery. lie fastened upon the South 
a labor system clumsy and costly; and. 

In the end, precipitated a destructive 
war of sections. As a political Issue he 
Involved the whole country In nearly 
a century of embittered controversy. 
Yet. here he Is again, ft progressive and 
aggressive agent of discord, made 
luminous by the heedless experimenta¬ 
tion of a sentimental President. 

The old charge so strenuously denied 
by Abraham Lincoln and the^stateamen 
of his school, that the freedom of the 
negro would prove but the prelude to 
his claim to political and social equal¬ 
ity, Is thus made good by the act of 
Theodore Roosevelt and the attitude of 
the Republican press. Nay; more; tak¬ 
ing for their cue the noisy outcry of a 
few, and a very few, unimportant 
Scuthern newspapers having more 
blood and bile than brains, the Repub¬ 
lican organs seek to make It appear 
that the reasonable protest of the 
South agalust the example set by the 
President Is an emanation of the old 
slave-holding era If not an expression 
of treason and rebellion outright. 

The negro problem la a many-sided 
problem. At the North It presents It¬ 
self mainly In Its theoretical aspects 
and character. At the South It Is tan¬ 
gible and real. It Is, Indeed, the most 
serious of nil ,onr problems. That the 
negro was hurt, not helped, by hi* en¬ 
franchisement ought to be plain to the 
minds of Intelligent Northern penple and 
is absolutely fixed In the belief of the 
Southern people. The new generation 
of negroes which has come upon 
the scene since the war of sections Is 
not an Improvement upon the old. In 
some ways it is a distinct retrogression. 
As a public entity the black mass of 
voters Is a fungus. Given license, 
encouraged to assert Itself. It would 
speedily become a domestic menace. 
The hope of the good people of both 
races Is that the two be kept distinct¬ 
ly apart under n working agreement to 
live and let live, each In Its own ap¬ 
pointed sphere. 

This does not suit visionaries like 
Theodore Roosevelt. It does not suit 
speculative philosophers, like our dear 
Brother Kohlsaat. of Chicago. It is 
grist to the mill of those scribes and 
pharisees of the regulation line, who 
are never so happy as when descanting 
upon the barbarism of the South. Here 
comes the Inter Ocean, a veritable Ser¬ 
geant Major of the Old Guard, to say that 
"the President’s courtesy to Mr. Wash¬ 
ington Is to be used by Democrats of 
the Watterson school to alarm afid in¬ 
flame the whites in the South and to 
excite the Jealousy of the negroes. The 
policy of the President to Improve the 
Federal service In the South is ig¬ 
nored, and a mere Incident of that pol¬ 
icy Is to be used to prejudice a whole 
race against the man w ho seeks to 
treat them as citizens rather than as 
outlaws." Whereupon, Brother Kohl- 
saat In tlie Record-llerald, mtslng the 
Inter Ocean a stack of blues, and see¬ 
ing only in the Courier-Journal's play¬ 
ful allusion, "a bibulous, bubbling, 
after-dinner editorial.” proceeds as fol¬ 
lows : 

"As the champagne percolates down h'x 
royal—and. a* he admits, very thlra<y-1 
throat, the bubbles of wit and «arca*rfl 
float from hi* Ups. sparkle a moment 
In the electric light, and tWn •fnirst us 
the tndustrious stenographer ires to 
commit them to paper. 

"But beneath the piny of wit and j-atlre 
there is the gall and bitterness of the 
pro-slavery advocate. There is the rev¬ 
erence for Jefferson Davis and the slur 
at the ’gentleman of color.* There la the 
Inveterate sneer at Wendell Phillips and 
Lloyd Garrison, at Theodore Parker and 
Joshua Giddlngs. There is the slap at 
Frederick Dougla* There In the attempt 
to poison the Southern mlml again. «t 
Booker T. Washington. 

"Mr. Watterson's wit and satire touch 
bottom when he pictures Teddy atid 
Booker hobnobbing over their 'possum 
and potatoes* in the White House. And 
from the floor we catch the half Inarticu¬ 
late exhortation to Democrat* ‘to (htr) 
get together and to keep their powder 
dry, because this young bronco buetcr Is 
going to raise more bell to the square 
Inch than was ever rals-d in that pa - 
tloular neck of the woods. Walt *.t little 
longer, boys. There’s a good lime com¬ 
ing.’ 

"From ail of which wv can sonowfully 
draw the moral that a wise man art*r 
dinner can lie more kind# of a fool th:ui 
60.(00 louts who know tfm tne exhilara¬ 
tion of champagne.** 

Taking counsel of the fiuoiatlon from 
Daniel Webster, affixed to the present 
article, let ns recur to the original ter*. 
Would that this might have been de¬ 
livered out of the effusion of. the (le¬ 
tter t ible, "between the sherry and the 
champagne,'' a* It were, because to say 
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so I* to credit the writer with cnpacl 
tief that flatter him and that he could 
wlfh still wese his. Truth to suy, he 
hati reached an nge wb*»n he dues 
much mind being suspected. But again, 
truth to say, he wrote of Teddy and 
Booker, in the lightsome, ’possum arid 
potato vein, because, hardly knowing 
whether to laugh at its comic side, or to 
whistle at If* sensational *Me, he want¬ 
ed ic pour a little sunshine Into an In¬ 
cident already getting muddled by the 
ebullitions of ang*r it had called faith. 
Thus even his belter Intentions are 
turned against him, and by the very 
reason of his good humor, he is called 
name# and things, and the vocabulary 
of the graveyard of dead and burled 
sectional animosities is* Invoked for 
term* of reproach. 

Tile Editor of the Courier-Journal was 
neVer "a pro-slavery advocate." In 
common with myraltls of Southern m« n, 
frq|yi Thomas Jefferson to Jefferson 
Davis, he deplor^nl the existence df 
slavery. He rejolcaa thnt it exists no 
longer. He had not the remotest 
thought to "sneer*’ at any of Brother 
Kohlsaat** saints, or to "slop" the 
shade of Frederick Dougins, still ler*s 
"to. poison the Southern mind against 
Booker T. Washington." whose friend 
he has been, and is. as also the friend 
of the noble and useful Institution of 
which that estimable mnn Is the head. 
Brother Kohlsaat will probably join us 
In the confession that all of us have 
committed simony and fluxions; but 
we must draw the line somewhere; and. 
for our part, we draw it at miscegena¬ 
tion. If the President does not mean 
thl*». If he docs not aim at It, If he 
does not wish to promote, encourage 
and advance the Idea, what ran have 
been the object of his exhibition of 
serial equality, with Its defiance of 
custom and its obliteration of the color 
line? That Is what we should like to 
kliow, you know! 

Whilst Brother Kohlsaat and the 
bully boys of the <«)1d Guard, who fairly 
climb* over themselves to find where 
Freedom most ne*nls Defenders, that Is. 
the honored chief of the Inter Ocean, 
and his engaging staff, commune one 
with another, we commend to their 
considerate and prayerful perusal an 
interesting and Instructive open letter, 
addressed, through the New' York Sun, 
to the President by the Hon. William 
R. Moore, of Memphis, some time a 
Tennessee member of Cotigress and al¬ 
ways on honest. God-fenring Repub- 
Ik an. a good citizen and a thorough 
gentleman. Here It Is: 

"My Dear Sir: Those who may not know 
can easily learn from Inquiry thnt l arn 
a native-born Southerner, a Llneoln- 
Grant-Roosevelt Republican, and have 
never voted a Democratic ticket. I can 
not. therefore, be justly charged with 
any tinge of party disloyalty. It is be¬ 
cause 1 am a radical Republican that I 
take leave to send you this letter. 

"Booker, T. Washington is *a man who 
is doing n great and noble work in build¬ 
ing up an Industrial training school for 
his race In Alabama and the South**™ 
States generally. He I* a remarkable man 
and deserves all the aid In money and 
material tuudstunre that he In and has 
been receiving from different parts of the 
nntlon. lie is. perhaps, the most useful 
man of his race in the United States. 
But while these things are true, the pres¬ 
ent political aspect of affairs seems to 
many of your best party friends to have 
been seriously damaged by the recent 
Inexpedient Incident which you had a 
perfect right to celebrate. Your adminis¬ 
tration was Just beginning with the most 
hopeful promise of winning over to our 
party a number of Democratic Southern 
States, whose prejudices alone have kept 
them out. and while you and all of us 
know that our party has not even a 
remote purpose to advocate or encourago 
’nigger dominat on* ns our political an¬ 
tagonists love to call It—we do—and the 
b**ttcr class of them- do—wish to aid In 
making the negro population of the 
Southern States both better laborers and 
better citizens in nil thnt makes for the 
honor and elevation of the nation. The 
Incident at the White House will, 1 fear, 
have the Inevitable effect of retarding 
this much-to-be-desl red consummation; 
because it will givl a pretext, although 
flimsy, to our moribund political adver¬ 
saries to again arouse and play upon 
the prejudices and passions of the Ignor¬ 
ant musses who have been heretofore as¬ 
siduously taught by office-seekers to be¬ 
lieve that our party ward's] to place six- 
ty-flve millions of whites beneath the heel 
of ten million blacks. 

"This, therefore, ss a political Incident, 
seems to many of ns—particularly at this 
delicate xM>tlttcut Juncture—to be a very 
unfortunate brenlf. While w'c may assort 
thftt It Is only the political prejudices 
of the Southern people that are 
touched, wo must not fall to remember 
that even long-educated and fostered 
prejudices should not be wholly Ignored 
bv statesmen .*»*f.klnK to better s people's 
condition. The people of the South. Iti 
spite of all their political sins, are a 
noble, a generous ami un honorable peo¬ 
ple. and will some d iy outlive their pro¬ 
vincial prejudices They are even now 
growing brooder, more notional and lib¬ 
eral everi* day. Don't, therefore, under¬ 
take to move too rapidly In the groat 
work of national rehabilitation. 

"tjrder Is heaven’s first law. and this 
confessed, some are and must be great- 
'*r than the rest. The Anglo-Saxon ts 
the muster of nil raees. and spite of time 
and space will ev* r rule the world Nei¬ 
ther legislation nor revolution can alter 
tilts But because Anglo-Saxons are the 
greatest of God’s creatures is the 
prime reason why they cannot afford 
to oppress nrvy other race or people. C24 
stow, Mr President, and whatever else 
you may do. don’t ignore entirely the in¬ 
herited prejudices of the millions of our 
now loyal fellow citizens of the Southern 
States.

Mr. Moore was not drunk when he 
wrote this letter. Nor was he Inspired 
by the old. slave-driving virus He is 
not even n Jevotee to the memory of 
Jefferson Davis. Just a plain, matter- 
of-fact Southern Republican, with no 
sublimated nonsense ns to universal 
brotherhood about him: nor any vis¬ 
it imry theories about the color line; 
ftlbHt, he puts his case with proper 
submission and Jn perfectly orthodox 
party language.

Were wy to listen to the m«*n who are 
advocating giving away $180,000,000 to 
encourage the business of building 
ships W" should suppose that there la 
a prospect wf something like a ship 
famine. The tiutli is, while It la said 
there are already more ships than 
cargoes, the business of building more 
ships Is active, u d .tie United Slates 


stand second In the tonnage of ship# 
under construction. 

» Great Britain bn* under construction 
477 vessel*, with a tonnage of 1.414,120. 
The United States have slxty-rour ves¬ 
sels under construction, with a ton¬ 
nage of 232.526. This Is a long way be¬ 
hind Great Britain, but It Is more than 
any of the other maritime nations Is 
building. Germany has under way fif¬ 
ty-seven ships, with a tonnage of 198.- 
571; France, fifty-two vessels, 142.915 
tons; Italy, thirty-one vessels. 61.997 
tons; Holland, 33,50*8 tons; Norway, 22,- 
290 tons; Denmark. 17,273 tons; Japun. 
16.290 tons. It is evident from these 
figures that our shipbuilding Industry 
does not require greater stimulation. 

Wrapper* and Fillers. 

Secretary Wilson Is reported to have 
said that experts will hunt all over the 
United State* and Its n*w pojwesnions 
for conditions favorable to the Cultiva¬ 
tion of filler tobacco puch as |s now- 
raised in Cuba. Tie says we ate now 
piyirig $8,000,000 a ye&fc for wrapper to¬ 
bacco. though we can raise all we need, 
ir the same thing can be acot/mplipbed 
with reference to filler, we shall be in¬ 
dependent of other countries for our to¬ 
bacco supply. 

in speaking of our new posfeeetlon*. 
Secretary Wltacm appears to have over¬ 
looked the efforts made by the pro¬ 
ducer# of domestic wrappers to exclude 
tobacco from Proto Rico* and the Phil¬ 
ippines. So far as Porto Rico is con¬ 
cerned. that question has for the pres¬ 
ent been laid to i*»*t. but there 1* still 
a possibility of It* revival. When the 
principle of free trade with Porto Rico 
was adopted two years ago, the grower* 
of Connecticut wrapper# were among 
the first to raise objections, and, with 
the assistance of some other*, secured 
the reversal of this policy. They’ may- 
try the name thing again. The ques¬ 
tion I* still open a# to the Philippines, 
and tobacco from those Inlands I* now 
taxed. Their production cannot be con¬ 
sidered ns domiTsUc «o long as It re¬ 
mains outside tlie tariff wall, 

Mr. Wilson eiys we can produce all 
the wrapper* we need. Nevertheless 
during the eight month* of this year 
emled August 31 we imported nearly G,- 
000.000 pounds of tobacco suitable for 
cigar wrappers, for which we paid 
abroad nearly a dollar a pound. This 
Is at the rate of 7,500.000 pounds a 
year. How much this cost, duty paid, 
may be Inferred from the reports of 
tobacco entered for consumption in the 
fiscal year 1900. Cigar wrappers In that 
year cost abroad a dollar a pound, and 
the ad valorem rate of duty on them 
averaged $1.8877 a pound, making the 
total cost, duty paid, exclusive of 
freight and charge*. $2.8877 per pound.* 
In round numbers, we may say that. In¬ 
cluding freight. It cost the cigar manu¬ 
facturers $3 a pound. 

The census returns show that in 1899 
Connecticut produced 16.930.770 pound* 
of tobacco, an average yield of 1.673 
pounds per acre. It was sold at an 
average of 18.2 cents u pound. Not all 
of this waa firat-rate wrapper, as may 
easily be Inferred from the statement 
that light wrapper brought from 43 to 
58 cert ts a pqund. while the dark wrap¬ 
pers sold for 12 to 20 cents a pound, 
and the lower grade# for still less. 

But why should we |Wty 13 a pound 
for imported wrapper* when we can get 
them for an average of eighteen cent# 
at home, or the very best for fifty-eight 
cents? The men who insist on a duty 
of $1.85 to $2.50 a pound on imported 
wrappers will tell you that it Is due to a 
depraved taete, or to a delusion that 
make* stnokeca believe the imported 
wrapper l# better. Growers have bPen 
before committees of Congress and have 
testified that the Sumatra wrapper is 
very bitter and altogether unfit for use. 
The natural Inference Is that these 
misguided people ought to be restrained 
and protected from the tonsequences of 
their folly. They ought not to be per¬ 
mitted to *end abroad for unsuitable 
wrappers, when they can get far better 
wrapper# at home for a lower price. 

If Secretary Wilson would apply this 
«nne principle to filler tobacco, he 
would find that there is no necessity 
for Peking place* In the State* or in 
our new possessions where It may be 
produced. We arc already producing a 
great dc.il more tobacco at home than 
we can use. We ace exporting tobacco 
at the ratf cf 325.000.000 pounds a year, 
and the export price is between right 
and nine cents a pound. It i# true that 
we are Importing tobac.-o other than 
clga: wrappers at the rate of more thin 
21,000,000 pounds a year, nearly twice as 
much a* we imported in the correspond¬ 
ing port of last year, and are plying 
duty on it at the rate of 70 to 75 per 
cent, ad valorem. Bui Is not this an¬ 
other itv-tance of depraved taste? Is 
not a amoker as liable to be mistaken 
as to what Is good for him in fillers 
as In wrappers? Kentucky produce* 
about half of the tobacco r«Us»ed in the 
country, ond the surplus is exported at 
right or nine cents a pound. Much of 
this exported tobacco could be used as 
cigar fillers. It i« true, smokers would 
not like It; but why cuter to a de¬ 
praved taste in flllerp any more than in 
wrappers? Have not the producers of 
tobacco In Kentucky a* many rights as 
those in Connecticut? If the tast-s r*f 
the people are to be regulated by law in 
one case, why not In the other also? 

In endeavoring to find places to cul¬ 
tivate tobacco such na is rai* d in Cuba 
for fillers. Mr. Wilson departs from the 
principle w’hich governs th# protection 
of wrapper*. The Connecticut tobacco 
of all grades I« produced on 2.900 farms. 
It (* true that wrappers are produced 
elsewhere, but the main political force* 
back of wrapper protection are the 
owner# of these farms and their de¬ 
pendents ami ull>"». They set th** pace 
for all the othcra The production in 
Connecticut is but a email percentage 
of the total crop, Connecticut tanking 
eleventh among th^ Stnt.-s as a pti>- 
ducer of tobacco. Yit the wrapper is 
protected by duties of nearly 200 per 
cent., while the Secretary of Agricul¬ 


ture is taking utep* to Increase the 
competition for other grades. 


The British commercial agent at Chi¬ 
cago, after officially reviewing the 
growth of our exports of manufactures, 
snjfs: 

’’That the United Kingdom makes such 
a poor showing In competition with the 
United States is due almost entirely to 
the use, of more perfect and more eco¬ 
nomical machinery In this country. By 
Improvements in methods of manufacture 
and close attention to the wants of buy¬ 
ers. there should be no difficulty In com¬ 
peting with the United States. As re¬ 
gards heavy steel goods, such ns rails, 
structural material, etc., the abundance 
and cheapness of raw material In the 
United States makes competition more 
difficult. For finished articles, such as 
machinery, etc., It Is more a question of 
economy of manufacture and design than 
In the first cost of material. In this 
country of high wages, and In many 
ca*»tt long railway carriage, the only way 
to be able to compete with other countries 
Is to cut down expenses ns much as pos¬ 
sible by the use of labor-saving machin¬ 
ery und general economy. If this is pos- 
s-ble In America, it'ought to be equally 
possible In other competing countries." 

There Is some truth in this, bgt It 
displays the usual foreign lack of ap¬ 
preciation of the fact that American 
high wage* and cheap production are 
not inconsistent, but that on the con¬ 
trary our cheapest labor Is our best 
paid labor. 


It Is quite apparent that the Panama 
route Is to play an Important fcart In 
Isthmian canal discussion, but there 
are indications.that Mr. Hutln. presi¬ 
dent of the French Panama Canal 
Company, expects an exorbitant price 
for the property and concessions of his 
company. While he has made no di¬ 
rect offer. It Is believed from his state¬ 
ments thnt the price will be one hun¬ 
dred million dollars or more. It Is not 
believed that, the Cnnal Cdmmlsslon 
will recommend the payment of more 
than $58,000,000. This Is based on the 
estimate tha’t the Panama canal can 
be complete^ for $142,000,000, white the 
Nicaragua project will cost $200,000,000. 
It Is given out that if 2|!r. Hutln does 
not get what he wants he will Join the 
transcontinental railroads in lobbying 
against the coral. This would be a 
piece of Impudence on the part of Mr. 
Hutln. but perhaps h!s Influence would 
not add materially to the policy of ob¬ 
struction planned by home opponents 
of the project. 


The decision of the Treasury Depart¬ 
ment that Earl Russell is not a criminal 
within the meaning of our Immigration 
laws, and so may come Into the coun¬ 
try if he desires, seems to be good law, 
though there is a lack of that interna¬ 
tional comity which usually recognizes 
the decisions of foreign couils as valid. 
This, however, is but the counterpart 
of the action of the Mouse of Lords in 
declaring an American divorce Invalid, 
and convicting Earl Russell of bigamy 
In spite of It. A still more astonishing 
pretension was th** act of on English 
court In punishing an offense commit lt d 
in the United States. The refusal to 
exclude Karl Russell Is necessary 
to the vindication of the action of our 
own courts on questions of which they 
have undisputed Jurisdiction. 


The Second Reformed Presbyterian 
church of Boston, w’hich haa expelled a 
member because he took the oath to 
uphold the Constitution of the United 
States, ought to move to some part of 
the world where this "Immoral docu¬ 
ment." us the pastor calls the Consti¬ 
tution. would not apply.

Census Figures Show Itacc 
More Than Holds 


ITS OWN WITH WHITES. 


SURPRISING INCREASE OF THE 
BLACK POPULATION. 


SUGGESTS A NEW PROBLEM. 


Chicago, Oct. 2S.—A Washington tele- 
gram to the Record-Herald says: 

Some rather startling figures have 
been made public by the Census 
Bureau. According to an official state¬ 
ment Jus»t issued the negro race In the 
United Stales 1* at the very least hold¬ 
ing Its own In the natural rate of In¬ 
crease compared with the native 
whites. 

There has been a widespread Impres¬ 
sion than on account of the soclul and 
industrial Inferiority of the negroes, 
Ihelr poverty, their unhygienic condi¬ 
tions of living due to poverty and the 
ensuing high death rate the negroes 
were fast falling behind In the rare. 
The official figures Ju*t made public 
refute this Idea. In fact, the negroes 
are shown to be multiplying at *uch a 
rate that It ls/>n!y the Influx of* white 
population from European countries 
than prevents them gaining In numbet 4 
at a more rapid rate than their white 
neighbors 

Study of the statistics lead* to the 
conclusion that were it not for the vast 
scale on which the white stock In the 
United States has been replenished by 
immigration during the last half cen¬ 
tury the black stock would now be 
gaining relatively over the white. An¬ 
other highly important deduction from 
the official data now made available is 
that henceforth the^negro may be ex¬ 
pected to show a greater relative rate 
of gain than In the past, due to con¬ 
tinued high birth rate nnd smaller mor¬ 
ality, ascribable to Improved condition# 
of living, while the character If Immi¬ 
gration Is so changing as to make it 
probable that the rate of Increase 
among the whites will become *0 dimin¬ 
ished as to lead to an actual greater 
rate of Increase among the negroes. 

Shuuld the development of the Phil¬ 
ippine* and our other colonies then lead 
to a large emigration of u'hlte*. and im¬ 
migration fall off for the same reasons, 
the United States may be confronted 
with the problem of a slow, though 
gradual A friesn’zatIon of its popula¬ 
tion.,

Negroes Holding Their Own. 

Under present conditions the negroes 
are holding their own surprisingly well. 
During the last decade they have in¬ 
creased in number from 7.4S8.788 to 
8.840.789. an Increase of 18.1 per cent. 
The total population has Increased just 
21 per cent. The incrvgse of white 
population, immigration included. Hhs 
been 21 4 per cent. It will thus be seen 
thaa notwithstanding the large immi¬ 
gration of whites the negrc e# have 
nearly held thrir own. .Notwithstand¬ 
ing that the total immigration during 
■the last decade amounted to 3.687,000. 
the yyrcentiige# of the whole popula¬ 
tion Ts between white und black has 
remained nearly stationary, ns fol¬ 
lows: .

The negroes have lost only three- 
tenths of 1 per cent. In the ten years. 
During the decade the white population 
of the United States increased 11.824.- 
61S, or 21.4 per cent. The negro popula¬ 
tion Increased 1.852.001. or 18.1 per cent. 
But of thl? increase of the white popu¬ 
lation 1,113.984 was due lo the net in¬ 
crease of foreign born whites through 
immigration. Deducting this part of 
the growth of the white population the 
following results appear:

Between 1890 and 1900 the native white 
poulation Increas-d 23.3 per c^nt. against 
an increase of 18.1 per cent, among the 
blacks. On the face of these figures It 
seem* that the white* are naturally In¬ 
creasing fa*ter than the blank*, apart 
from the influences of Immigration But 
on analysis this is seen to be a state¬ 
ment needing modification The Increase 
of the native whites of native, parents 
was 18.9 per c^nt,, or only right-tentha' 
of 1 per cent, in excess of the negro in¬ 
crease. The increase of the native 
whites of foreign parents was 36.2 per 
cent., fhow’lng almost twice the rate 
found am ng people of native birth. 

Here again It is necessary to take in¬ 
to account the greater fecundity of the 
foreign-born people who come to Amer¬ 
ica to make their homes. Were It net 
for th'* fecundity In families cf 
foreign birth, the rate of inn ease am >ng 
the white natives would smatler than 
that among the negroes. It is the gtnit¬ 
er Increase In the**- famlllp*. foreign 
In the second generation back, that en¬ 
ables the native rate of increase to k**p 
barely ahead of the negro rate of in-

ts at last finding Its level In freedom. 
In the thre*? decades Just previous to the 
rebellion, under slavery, the growth of 
the negro population was reipectively 
23, 26 and 22 per 1 ent.. the la*t being 
between 1K30 and 18G0. Between I860 and 
1870 the censun made the increase onlv 
10 per cent., and between 1S70 and 18*0 
the census made it 35 per cent. This last 
figure greatly alarmed the South. But 
the census officials admit that the fig¬ 
ures between 1.860 and 1870 are utterly 
worthless, due to faulty enumeration. 

It Is considered noteworthy that the 
rate of increase among the freed men 
has at lam approached very nearly that 
which existed when they were lit bond¬ 
age. Now that the negroes are thrown 
upon thrir own resources and have had 
a third of a century In which to find 
their place, they present a genera! so¬ 
cial condition which the sociologist* 
find approximating that of the superior 
race in so far as It can be judged by 
the nntural Increase of population.

Distribution of Blacks. 


Of the 8.840.789 persons of negro de¬ 
scent in the United States S.000.000 are 
still found In the Southern and border 
States and the District of Columbia. 
The negro population of the Northern 
States appears to be concentrated in a 
few spots There are 157,000 negroes In 
Pennsylvania. 99.000 in New York, 97.000 
In Ohio. 85.000 in Illinois, 57.000 In Indi¬ 
ana, 52,000 In Kansas. 32.000 in Massa¬ 
chusetts and 19.000 in Oklahoma. The 
remaining Northern States show only 
a trace of negro blood. 

On the whole there has been a con¬ 
siderable increase of the number of ne¬ 
groes in the North. In twelve of the 
Northern and Western States the in¬ 
crease of negroes has been greater in 
percentage than the Increase of the 
whites. Still the census does not show 
any large migration of blacks to the 
North. About nine-tenths of the negro 
population of the country Is still found 
In the Southern and border States. Ne¬ 
gro emigration to the North has been 
almost entirely to the cities and towns. 
As agricultural laborers the blacks do 
not appear to have found any* foothold 
In the North. 

Georgia Is the "black Statyr* so fur as 
total number of negroes is concerned, 
more than a million of them living in 
that Commonwealth. Mississippi, how¬ 
ever. is the "blackest" State In that It 
shows the largest percentage of negro 
population—68.6 South Carolina Is 
close behind. w|th 68.4 per cent, of the 
whole population of negro descent. 

In the South there has been surpris¬ 
ingly little change of the negro popu¬ 
lation. Reckoning from 1S90 to 1900 the 
percentage has changed only slightly. 
In Alabama, Arkansas, Florida, Missis¬ 
sippi and Texas the proportion of 
blacks in a little greater than It was 
ten years ago; In Kentucky. Louisiana. 
North Carolina, South Carolina and 
Tennessee it Is a little smaller; in 
Georgia it is unchanged. 

No "movement*' of the negro west¬ 
ward or north word or in any direction 
1* disclosed by' the census. He is at¬ 
tached to the South and to the soil, and 
there he appears to be fixed and Im¬ 
movable In all the cotton belt he Is 
holding hi* own remarkably well and 
the census figures Indicate that his In¬ 
dustrial condition bus greatly Im¬ 
proved.

Mr. Grainger dissected the 
Republican mayoralty candidate's Music 
Hall speech of Saturday night In such a 
convincing manner that no doubt was 
left In the minds of those who heard 
tolm as to Ms position on the new ques¬ 
tions that have suddenly arisen In this 
campaign. 

And Mr. Grainger was not the only 
speaker who had something to say about 
the negro problem and the chances of 
the negro becoming an Important factor 
In politics should the Republicans be 
successful In this campaign.

Negroes In Official Places. 


During the course of his speech Mr. 
Grainger said that recent develop¬ 
ments had caused local Republicans to 
take up the negro and laud htm. and 
there was no doubt In his mind that 
If the city and county tickets were suc¬ 
cessful here this fall men of that race 
would be given responsible offices in all 
departments of the municipal and 
county government over deserving 
white men. But he assured Democrats 
that if the voters of Louisville elected 
the Democratic ticket the negro w*ould 
be kept In his proper sphere, and while 
be would be granted his rights at all 
times he would not be pushed to the 
front and given Important positions In 
the city and county government.

Jack Chinn Makes Some Explanations— 
Charley Hughes Tries To 
Buy the Colt. 


L exington. Ky.. oct. 28— ispe- 
cial.l — Jack Chinn came over 
from Harrodsburg this morning 
and went to the Kentucky As- 
*o<datlon track to *e« Dwn O’Brien, the 
trainer of the Imp. Wagner—Marg a rot 
Lane colt that came near being sold to 
Clnrenco Mnrkav on a trial which was 
"aVort.” Jack wa* In good humor, and 
joked with the truck attaches. 

*Tt*s a d-d funny track when the dl*- 
tance |>oIes move about lo suit *ome- 
body’a convenience,” he said. After a 
short talk with O’Brien and a hurried in¬ 
spection of the throe-eighths pole which. 
It 1* alleged, had been moved for the 
trial of tho coll on Thursday, he returned 
to the city. 

”1 never was sold a gold brick In my 
life,” he said to the Courier-Journal corre¬ 
spondent nnd Henry Owens, ihe former 
well-known turfman, ’’and they did not 
catch me thl* time. When asked to ex¬ 
plain, he raid: 

"You see. I wn* a*k«*d by Tom Ochll- 
tico, w r ho Is a close friend of Clarence 
Mackey and was a Texas Congressman, 
to keep a clo** watch for good yearling!*. 
When I came here a few' days since I in¬ 
quire*’- If there were any good young¬ 
ster*. Everybody said there wa* none 
hereabout*. I went to the track, and 
o*ked Dati O’Brien If he kn*w of any 
good one*. He said that he did not. He 
hud one In hi* stable, he said, that he 
hud not tried fully, and that after he 
worked him he would let me know. Phil, 
niy *on. went to see the yearling w’ork. 
He turned the quarter in 23 4-5 seconds, 
and I told Phil that I would see If he 
was good enough. I wrote Ochiltree that 
O’Brien had a. yearling which might do, 
and naked him to send down a trainer to 
look him over. I did not know Mr. Hill, 
Mr. Mackey's trainer. When he came he 
had a letter of Introduction to me. and 
1 took him out to see the yearling work. 
After the trial, which he sold was satis¬ 
factory. I told him that since he was In 
a hurry to get away I would have Phil 
measure the track and »ee that every¬ 
thing wa* right. Phil telegraphed me on 
Friday that the track was not right, and 
I bo Informed Mr. HH1. I went to the 


owners of the colt. Tevls Wllkcr-on and 
H. A. Engmin. and asked them for a 
price on the colt, and they told me that 
whatever O’Brien priced him to me at 
would be right. I taw O’Brien, and he 
also told Mr. Hill the price, which I will 
not uame. Had the distance been straight 
the oolt would have been worth 110 , 00 '), 
and I will give 110,000 for one to-morrow 
that will cover the three-eighths as May 
Hempstead did In 36 second*, or the sime 
as this colt did tho short distance In 3r,V 4 
seconds. 1 was acting for Col. Ochiltree 
ns th*' purohaeer. and had I got the colt 
ho would have had him at Ju*t what lie 
cost me.” 

Overton Chenault. secretary and treas¬ 
urer of the American Breeders’ Protective 
Association, sold regarding the statement 
that this organisation will take a hand 
In the scandal: ”lt does no; apj*«r to me 
In the provlrwv cf this association to mix 
in an afTalr of thl* kind. We have never 
taken any hand In track affairs or fac¬ 
tional fight* Our -ole aim Is to improve 
the breed of hor.ses and keep the mar¬ 
ket In as healthy condition as possible 
by culling out inferior breed*. This af¬ 
fair I* not for us, and we will have noth¬ 
ing to do with it.” 

Dan O’Brien still protest* hU Innocence 
in the afTalr He says there are a lot 
of Lexington trainers who ore Jealous of 
him. and that they pick up aU kinds of 
stories to defame him. He udmlts that 
the pole was move*!. 

The meeting will bo called to order to¬ 
morrow at noon at the Phoenix Hotel. 
Some dozen name* wore signed to the call, 
and of those *e*n to-day all soy steps will 
he taken to bring the guilty to Justice, 
and tf possible to punish him or them by 
riding off by tho Turf Congress and 
Jockey Club track*, he will be *o branded 
that lie can never do busln-ess In the thor¬ 
oughbred business In Kemucky.

COMPARATIVE WORK OF 

THE EASTERN ELEVENS 


Coacjies At Harvard Fear the Crimson 
Players 'Will Become Overconfident. 


H ARVARD and Yale football his¬ 
tory of a year ago repeated It¬ 
self Saturday on the gridirons 
at Cambridge and at New Ha¬ 
ven. In 1900 Harvard defeated the Indians 
15 to 5, and Yale wa* able lo win from 
Columbia only by the small score of 12 
to 0. Saturday the crimson romped away 
with Warner's braves, while Columbia 
again held the Elis to two touchdown*, 
and themselves scored. 

Harvard’s game was not so superior a* 
the score against the Indian* would wen 
to indicate. The crimson l’.ne repeatedly 
wa* broken through when the ball was 
put In play, and only becau*e of the 
•team's superior advantage In weight— 
something like seventeen pound* to a man 
—were the plays thut carritvl the ball so 
jtt«*udl]y down the field made possible. 

In her tackle work Harvard has fouud 
an effective formation, and one whtch 
can be varied to a considerable extent. 
It was from this formation, which much 
re*embtes Yale’s method of attack In 190U, 
that Kei nan made his forty-nine-yard run 
for a touchdown around the Indian left 
end. To make this a success, however. 
Harvard’s left guard and tackle will hav* 
to be strong**! than were Lee and Blagden. 
Marshall, Harvard’s find for quarterback, 
ran the team much faster than either of 
the other quarterbacks, Matthews, the col¬ 
ored boy. and Baldwin have done, and for 
the first time thl* fall there are pros¬ 
pects that Harvard will not only develop 
a general In Marshall, but also will have a 
man who In the open field will make a 
reputation a* brilliant as that of little 
Charley l>e Saulle*, of Yale, and Charley 
Daly, who l* now at West Point. 

The Columbia game at New Haven 
showed little of Yale’s strength. The blue 
had two substitutes In the line, and her 
tackle back wo* ineffective, a* Hogan 
was not In shape to curry the bail, and 
the Yale coaches did not dare to trust U 
to Hamlin, who was put In at left tackle 
Lu place of Goss. 

Telegrams from Princeton and Harvard 
follow: 

PRINCETON.—Excitement over the 
game yesterday which Princeton won 


against Lafayette has not begun to dwin¬ 
dle yet. Thl* victory, hard as It wa* to 
attain, make* Princeton more hopeful for 
the outcome of the next three games, 
Cornell, West Point and Yale. That Lafay¬ 
ette has a team this year of unusual 
strength Is firmly believed by all Prince- 
tonlans, and the victory ha* no little sig¬ 
nificance. There can be no doubt that 
Princeton wlJl be able to develop her team 
so that by next Saturday It will be In 
much better form to meet Cornell than 
It wa* to meet Lafayette. 

Fumbling will receive a great deal of at¬ 
tention this week, and U will go hard 
for the man who persists In keeping up 
the fault. McClave fumbled tho worst yes¬ 
terday, but may be able to improve this 
week. I'nleaa McClave doe* improve. Pear¬ 
son will take his place u.s first choice 
for halfback. Pearson in both the Orange 
Athletic Club and Lafayette game* show¬ 
ed up better than had been anticipated. 
This I* the only change which I* now in 
the mind* of the coaches, and It may not 
materialize. Davis and Dew'ltt are to-day 
heroes, the former for hi* brilliant tack¬ 
ling of Platt on the four-yard line, and 
th* latter for hi* winning run. 

HARVARD.— 1 Two unfortunate things 
happened yesterday for the Harvard ’var¬ 
sity football team. One wa* the compara¬ 
tive ease with which the Carlisle Indians 
were beaten, and the other w'as Yale’s 
failure to whitewash Columbia. Similar 
things have happened before when Har¬ 
vard wa* training to beat Yale, and the 
result ha* always been a feeling of over¬ 
confidence W'hen the b!g game began. Of 
course, the coaches do their best to off¬ 
set that feeling, but they are not always 
successful. 

Tf the Indians had scored yesterday and 
Columbia had been beaten by Yale about 
40 to 0 the chances of Harvard beating 
Yale would have been greatly improved, 
for then the squad would have realized 
what it now* can’t be made lo do. that 
only the hardest kind of work will do the 
trick. Till* ha* been the experience be- 
fore, and the coache* to-night had a con¬ 
ference to consider this very’ matter. The 
remainder of the time IWore th* Pennsyl¬ 
vania game will be devoted largely to mak¬ 
ing the men understand that only gr'.t and 
fight will win the big games.

SOUTHERN HOT BLOODS 

ARE AGAIN IN A HUFF. 


This Time the Secretaries Resent a 
Secret Session of Pau-Ameri- 
can Delegates. 


Mexico City, Oct. 28—The comments 
of the German press on the Pan-Amer¬ 
ican Congress furnished much matter 
for Informal discussion among the dele¬ 
gates to-day. 

Gen. Rafael Reyes, the delegate from 
Colombia and Vice President of that 
country, said to-day to the representa¬ 
tive of the Associated Press In allusion 
to the Washington comment on his 
speech at the banquet at Mexico City 
Council to the delegates In which he 
paid tribute to Spain: ”1 see nothing 
to modify In my words if properly un¬ 
derstood.” 

A slight misunderstanding occurred at 
this morning’s session. When the mem¬ 
bers of the congress had assembled In 
the Hall of Sessions, the Mexican delega¬ 
tion nnnounced that It de«ired to hold a 
secret session of delegates, excluding 
the secretaries of the delegations. Some 
of the Recretarle* took offense at thl*, 
and on leaving the room declared they 
would not return. It developed that the 
subject which It wa* desired to treat In 
secret was an Incident at the banquet 
of the City Council, when only the del¬ 
egates were Invited and not the secre¬ 
taries. Thl* wa* a necessary measure, 
and no room in the City Hall would 
have been large enough to contain the 
party had thv serretarles been invited, 
especially a.*- some of the South Amer¬ 
ican delegations have a* many a* or 
more secretaries than delegate 1 * It was 
desired at th** secret session to explain 
the occasion for noninvltation* .*( the 
secretaries to the banquet and to say 
that no slight had been Intended. Rut 
curiously enough, the action, taken with 
a view to remove the offense, resulted In 
giving new offense to some.

STORY OF HIS DOWNFALL. 


Strayed Into the Hope Rescue Mission 
One Evening With “Happy 
Jack.” 


A REMARKABLE FUNERAL. 


A messenger boy brought his family’s 
forgive nee* to a dead man at the Hope 
Rescue Mtolsoa last night. 

Twelve weeks ago a homeless wan¬ 
derer. a “dope fiend,” a barrel-house 
bum. knelt In the Hope Rescue Mission, 
at 808 West Jefftrson street, to pray for 
God’s forgiveness. Last night many of 
those »vho had heard 'the Initial con¬ 
fession of faith, that first plea for divine 
mercy, gathered again In the mission. 
A second time the barrel-house bum 
was the object of the meeting, for th s 
was the funeral service of Fred Tes- 
florpf, the black sheep of a patrician 
family, who had dragged the name of 
hie people into the gutter, then died 
without receiving their pardon. He lay 

"peaceful, while Evangelist Bruce told 
hardened sinners of the saving of this 
black sheep. In the very* inid^t of the 
•ervice there was a stir about the door. 
A blue-capped Western Union boy push¬ 
ed his way th-ougb the crowd. Straight 
up the aisle he went, past the coffin 
and stopped at the platform upon whlr-h 
the evangelist stood. 

Mr. Bruc** halted In his speech and 
looked at the boy. The boy looked at 
htjn. 

“It’s Important,” said the youngster 
at last held out a telegram. 

Mr. Bruce took It and tore open the 
envelope. The crowd watched and 
waited. They saw the evangelist’s 
hands shake, saw his lips tremble. He 
raised hlr. head. 

“My friends,” and the voice faltered. 
“H’a Fred’s forgiveness come to him at 
last,” he said.

New Albany has the distinction this 
season of being the largest fruit ship¬ 
ping point In Southern Indiana, es¬ 
pecially for apples. Since September 1 
there have been shipped from that city 
by rnll to Northern and Eastern mar¬ 
kets over 20,000 .barrels of this fruit, 
the product of the orchards of Floyd, 
Harrison, Crawford and Perry coantks 
The greater part, however, came from 
Harrison. 

One New Albany shipper, Gus Greene, 
has shipped to Chicago. Buffalo and 
Boston 8.000 barrels since the season 
opened. He purchased the fruit by 
means of buyers in Harrison and 
Craw’ford counties and had It delivered 
In New Albany over the Southern. His 
buyers made purchases as far distant 
from the railroad ns twenty miles. They 
paid $1.10 a barrel for the fruit on the 
tree In the orchards and as high as 
$1.50 a barrel for It delivered, packed 
and ready for snipment. at the railroad 
stations. Mr. Greene began making 
contracts with the growers In some in¬ 
stances three months ago. and hi* 
profits on his extensive deals will be 
a handsome return for his foresight 
and sagacity. William Bluss and Frank 
>Belvly, other la *ge dealers In New Al¬ 
bany, made extensive purchases from 
wagons for shipment North. 

The most extensive buyer of the fruit 
that came to New Albany Is Mr. Hoag- 
land, of Leavenworth. Crawford county, 
who is acting for the extensive commis¬ 
sion houses of Chicago. He has confin¬ 
ed his operations entirely to the or¬ 
chards in Harrison, Crawforp and Per¬ 
ry counties, along the Ohio river, and 
within hauling distance of the steam¬ 
boat landings. For the last two months 
nearly every steamer of the Louisville 
and Evansville Packet line has brought 
up the river each trip a greater or Fss 
number of barrel* of apples. On sev¬ 
eral occasions over 500 barrels were in 
one cargo. Last week the receipts at 
the New Albany wharf boat aggregated 
over 1.000 barrels, and over 15.000 have 
been received then* since the opening of 
the season. Nearly all of these were 
purchased by Hoaglund and were ship¬ 
ped by his orders to his employers m 
Chicago and other Northern cities. 
There are still large quantities of the 
fruit In the orchards and at th*' steam¬ 
boat landings awaiting shipment, and 
the receipts will be heavy for several 
weeks. The growers Hi the Ohio river 
counties have received very handsome 
prices for the product of their orchards, 
the figures at no time being less than 
$1.25 a barrel, and from that up. In 
addition to the large shipments, hun¬ 
dreds of barrels of apple brandy will 
he produced out of the windfalls and 
culls, while immense quantities of ci¬ 
der and vinegar will be made. 

A great part of the apples that were 
brought up the river came from the 
orchards near New Amsterdam. Har¬ 
rison county. Ind.. a section peculiarly 
adapted for the perfect grow th and rip¬ 
ening of this fruit The orchards are 
situated along the hillside and on the 
high, broad plateau, a short distance 
from the river. They extend for miles 
along the bank and number many 
thousands of acres. The fruit rarely 
falls In this favored locality, and It Is 
noted for Its superb quality and large 
size. __ _ _

what Is thought of he country Is that 
hundreds of discharged aoldleri are re¬ 
maining there alter th«*lr terms of en¬ 
listment expire. Inside of the next 
thyee years the Islands will be in a 
state of cultivation, and as soon as the 
mining laws are fixed and the mining 
Industry fully developed, I do not doubt 
but what gold, copper, and coal will le 
found In paying quantities. Then there 
Is the hardwood Industry'. The Islands 
abound In hardwood, and fortunes can 
be made from It. Even now the Pull¬ 
man Company has an agent there bu» 
!ng the wood to be sent to America, 
and, with labor as cheap as It is. the 
wood can be got out at a very small 
oust.

Col. Rodman ppent some months In 
the Eastern service, and he believes'the 
Philippines will prove to be a rich 
country when fully developed. The cli¬ 
mate Is mild, and Col Rodman thinks 
It will prove attractive to Americans. 
He looks for a heavy Influx of travel 
there during the next year or two. He 
thinks that the rebellion is practically 
at an end, and says that the recent dls- 
turbances on he island of Samar were, 
in hla opinion, caused by the assassina¬ 
tion of President McKinley.

JEFFERSONVILLE TO HAVE SEV¬ 
ERAL MAIL ROUTES. 


Newest Thing In This Branch of the 
Service Is a Postal Car. 



In the vicinity of Jeffersonville several 
rural free delivery routes will be begun 
November 1. On that dat* Route No. 3, 
with Herbert Ltttell a« carrle . will start 
from Scottsburg. 

Indiana ts the fourth State in the num¬ 
ber of rural mall routes. Ohio leads. 
Iowa and Illinois are second and third. 

Two thousand applications for rural 
mall routes in Indiana are now on file 
at the headquarters of the sendee In the 
Majestic building, in Indianapolis. Sev¬ 
eral hundred routes have already been 
established In the State. As many other* 
are being organized U will be a long 
while before all the applications for new 
ones can be considered By July 1, 1902, 
It is expected there will be 8,200 routes 
In the country districts of Indiana. The 
demand Is spreading among the farm¬ 
ers like a contagion. The chief benefit 
the country people derive Is the oppor¬ 
tunity to get the metropolitan pap* rs 
on the day of publication. 

Congressman \\\ T. Zenor, of the Jef- 
fersvnvlllp and New Albany district. Is 
taking an active interest In having 
routes laid out and placed in operation 
ns Hoon as possible. This Is true of a’l 
Indiana Congressmen. 

This branch of th*« Government has 
passed the experimental stage, although 
but five years old. Canadian and En¬ 
glish officers of the rural service are 
constantly visiting the United Stales 
seeking fresh Ideas that thry can n|»- 
ply In their countries. It Is said from 
55,000 to 60.000 routes vDd be necessary 
in the United States. This number will 
embrace 1,000,000 miles of t> rirtorv. 

The newest wrinkle in the rural postal 
service Is a postal car built on the plan 
of a car In the railway mall service. 
Two horses are usrd to draw the ve¬ 
hicle. Tnore is a driver and a clerk In 
uniform. Before the clerk are sixty 
pigeonholes, and beneath Is a work 
bench. As the wagon g. es from a cen¬ 
tral post-office over Its route in the 
country the clerk make* up the mall 
for other routes. At given point* he 
meets the carriers for thes» routes, and 
through this °ne wagon serves 

a large number of country people. These 
mail wagons are made at Terre Haute. 
None of th**m have yet been placed Hi 
service In Indiana, but will be shortly. 
They are mostly In u*r in the East. 
They carry stamps, blanks for money 
orders and registry service Mall is col¬ 
lected as well as delivered.

Mr. Blitz acted on the suggestion 
and he asked the twenty-four jurors 
the usual questions and all qualified 
themselves. 

Mr. Aaron Kohn. who with Mr. Fred | 
Forcht Is defending BHsey. then took 
the Jurors In hand. He first said that 
th *3 was the second trial of the case 
and that the first trial resulted In a 
hung Jury. 

Mr. Fitzgerald objected to this state¬ 
ment mb to the result of the trial and 
a-ked that the entire panel be dis¬ 
missed. Judge Barker overruled the mo¬ 
tion. Thereupon Mr. Kohn spoke as 
follows to the Jurors: 

“The press and pulpit have recently 
bf^n Indulging In criticising this court 
and Us Jurors. I want to know whether 
the?'* criticisms have prejudiced your 
minds In this case.*' 

All the Jurors shook their heads. 

It then developed that the Common¬ 
wealth had concluded that it was not 
for trial and the case was con¬ 
tinued to January 7. 1902.

Will Be Called To-day . 

The* trial of former Policeman George 
Hanlon, charged with the murder of 
hie fellow* officer, Corporal Fred 
Rlchte*rkeaslng, is set for trial to-day, 
and counsel both for the prosecution 
end defense aald yesterday that they 
thought that the case would go to trial. 

Corporal Rlchterkesslng was shot In 
the back of the head April 1. about 
7;46 p. m. on the southeast coiner of 
Flxth street and Broadway. The police 
were quickly on the scene and found 
Kichterkesslng lying dead, face down¬ 
ward*. near the corner. 

Hanlon was on duty at this time and 
had this beat. He was at once suspected 
of the crime, on account of Kichter¬ 
kesslng having reported him, and the 
police bent all their <nergles to finding 
him. He was not on his beat and It wa* 
©tiovvn that he had boarded a south¬

TO SAVE A MINUTE. 


In His Hurry To Get Off Ferry Steam¬ 
er Edward Spaninger’s Head 
Was Crushed. 


The anxiety of Edward Spaninger to 
get off the steamer W. C. Hite, caused 
him to lose his life at the Spring-street 
ferry dock. In Jeffersonville, last even¬ 
ing at 6.30 o’clock. His head was 
crushed between the boat and the knee 
cn the forw-ard end of the deck. Death 
was Instantaneous. 

Spanlnger was a machinist, employed 
by the Voght Machine Company. Fol¬ 
lowing the practice of many tvorkmen 
returning home from Louisville, he 
rode across the river on the forward 
end of the boat, and as the steamer 
approached the landing, he climbed 
over the railing to step off Just as the 
boat touched. In doing this, his foot 
caught In the guard railing and he fell 
head downward. In another Instant 
the boat was against the dock. Span¬ 
inger’s head was betw'een the steamer 
and the knee. The body fell on the 
dock, and Coroner Coots shortly after¬ 
ward removed it to his undertaking 
establishment 

Nick Durand was the pilot on the 
boat, but none of the crew of the Hite 
was to blame for the accident. Men 
have repeatedly been cautioned not to 
do precisely what Spanlnger did His 
only object was to save a moment’s 
time. 

Spanlnger was twenty-six years old. 
and |tved on Ea*t Market street. In 
Jeffersonville with his wife, who Is a 
daughter of Jacob Schiller, of Fort Ful- 
tcn. Two children are left.

Andrew' Taylor and Robert J. Taylor, 
colored undertakers, yesterday after¬ 
noon did their best to produce a coffin 
famine in Louisville. They fired at each 
other at Ninth and Grayson street* 
until both emptied two p!«tol*. And 
after the smoke cleared away George 
Walker, a colored barber, was found 
lying face downward upon the pave¬ 
ment. He attempted to separate the 
two negroee, and a bullet wound In the 
left breast was his reward. 

The fusillade was the beginning of 
the excitement, and fully 1,500 negroes 
gathered on the street*. They all took 
sides, and It required eight or t6n 
jxatrolmen to clear' the pavements. In 
the meantime, the head* of several 
negroes were utilized a* backstop* tor 
the rocks and sticks that were thrown. 

Altogether, it had all the ear marks 
of a riot. 

Since J. H. Taylor died, bitter enmity 
has existed between the rival under¬ 
takers. Expressions such as "thief,” 
“liar” and “scoundrel” were not un¬ 
common. and on one or two occasions 
the negrpes fought. 

Both the undertakers are located on 
Ninth street, between Grayson and 
Walnut. Yesterday afternoon Robert 
Taylor w*ent to call on Andrew' Taylor. 
The first Intimation that the latter had 
of the former’s presence was when his 
name w*as called and he found himself 
looking straight Into the blue barrel 
of a sJx-*hooter. 

He ducked, and the first shot went 
wild. Then he drew hi* pistol and be¬ 
gan firing. The «hop Is small, and after 
a few rounds It was filled with powder 
smoke. After emptying theic pistols, 
new one* w*ere drawn and the shooting 
was renewed. 

Patrolman Gallagher, who was at 
Ninth and Walnut streets, heard the 
crack of the ptatols, and *fc> dhi 1.600 
negroes living In the vicinity. All ran 
to the undertaking establishment, and 
arrived about the same time. 

The patrolman caught Robert Taylor 
as he was leaving the building. The 
friends of Andrew Taylor also caught 
sight of him and made a rush for the 
prisoner. Ills wagon was standing at 
the curbstone. The officer caught him 
by the coat collar, Jerked him into the 
wagon, and dashed In Ninth street to¬ 
ward Jefferson and up to the City Hall. 
The crowd contented itself with hooting 
and Jeering. Then the negroes began 
to fight among themselves. They thr*w 
rocks and struck with their fist/>, but 
none wtu* Injured. Eight patrolmen, 
led by Lieut. Iieffernan, charged the- 
negroes, who w'ero standing upon the 
w*e«t pavement, and drove them Into 
the street. Then they forced them to 
separate, and scon the negroes were 
lined up on either side of the street for 
two blocks. 

Walker’s condition, while serious, is 
not believed to be critical. Both the 
Taylors were arrested upon the charge 
of 6hootlng at without wounding. It 
will be changed to malicious shooting 
when the officers find out w’ho wounded 
Walker.

The Sinking Fund Commissioners 
will meet in adjourned session this 
afternoon, and before they ndjourn un¬ 
til next Monday there may be some 
interesting developments, as well as 
several vacancies so far as the Dem¬ 
ocrats are concerned. The meeting this 
afternoon, according to a statement 
made by one of the Republican mem¬ 
bers yesterday afternoon. Is to show 
that the Republicans hold the balance 
of power and can adjourn to any time 
they desire. 

If there is a quorum present it Is the 
Intention of at least one of the com¬ 
missioners to make a motion to dis¬ 
charge every Democratic license In¬ 
spector employed by the board, as well 
as the stenographers and clerks, and 
All their places with Republicans. 
There Is hardly any doubt that all of 
the Republican members will be in at¬ 
tendance, and both of the Democratic 
members have signified their Intention 
of attending. 

From a reliable source It was 
learned yesterday that Mr. P. Booker 
Reed would make a motion to discharge 
the six remaining license Inspectors, 
assistant Inspector, stenographer and 
clerk. If Messrs. Mengel and Wood 
vote with him the motion will be car¬ 
ried and the places will be filled by 
Republicans. The fact that Mr. Reed 
has determined to take this 1 step to-day 
came In the nature of a surprise to 
politicians In general yesterday, as it 
was understood that no effort would 
be made to remove any one until the 
regular meetings of the commission¬ 
ers, which will be on Monday, accord¬ 
ing to the Republicans, and on Novem¬ 
ber 12, according to the Democrats. 
While It was pretty generally under¬ 
stood at the City Hall yesterday that 
an effort “would be made to remove the 
Democrats to-day none of their succes¬ 
sors was mentioned and the Repub¬ 
licans declined to discuss the names of 
any men that might be elected to fill 
the vacancies. 

It Is regarded ns certain that any 
action taken by the Republicans to-day 
towards making removals will be forced 
by Mr. Reed, but some doubt whether 
both of the other Republican members 
will vote with him. It Is thought that 
Mr. Reed Is simply seeking the re¬ 
moval of the Democrats in order to 
make political capital for the Repub¬ 
licans and strengthen the chances of 
the city ticket by appointing a few 
party workers to office for a few weeks. 

It is also stated that an expert ac¬ 
countant to examine the books of the 
Water Company will be discussed at the 
meeting to-day, but it is hardly prob¬ 
able that an appointment will be made 
until the meeting <»r the t ^remission on 
Monday. No person has been agreed 
upon fo make the examin ation, and It 
is doubtful If a locaTfrmti Is appointed, 
ns Mr. Reed Is understood to favor 
some out-of-town man. 

The election of n whnrfmaster will 
not be taken up until the meeting next 
Monday. Ther* Is a lively scramble on 
among the candidates for the office, 
but It is a matter of much speculation 
at present as to who the successful 
candidate will be. Well informed poli¬ 
ticians say that If the wharfmaster Is 
a Republican It will be Capt. Ekin, 
but Mr. Reed says that he will vote for 
John Ryans to the very last.

Mr. John D. Mclnnl*, a wealthy oil 
promoter of Meridian, Miss., w'as here 
yesterday In consultation with Mr. C. 
C. McChord regarding Mr. McChord’a 
oil properties In Washington county. 
Mt. Mclnnls represents Mr. W. H. 
Dreyfus, a wealthy New York banker, 
w'ho has leased the property ami will 
begin It* development Immediately. 
After consulting Mr. McChord, Mr. Mc¬ 
lnnl* left for the East to make ar¬ 
rangements to sink other wells on the 
property. He stated that Mr. Dreyfus 
would spend $75,000 In prospecting for 
oil, and from Investigations made by 
experts he thinks a rich And probable. 
Mr. McChord control* leases of 2.080 
acres of land In Washington county, 
which he ha* subleased to these men, 
and If oil la struck In paying quantities 
he will get one-third of the profits, and 
the remainder will go to the pros¬ 
pectors. A company will not be firmed, 
but Mr. Dreyfus will develop individ¬ 
ually. Thv land is said to be In almost 
a direct line with the oil lands of 
Wayne county.

He immediately became interested, and 
talked the matter over with Mr. Mc- 
Ohord. and icrently a proposition was 
made by him by telegraph, which was 
acepted Mr. Mclnnls came to Lou¬ 
isville yesterday and the deal was 
closed. H»* left for New York la*t night 
to purchase the necessary machinery, 
and Htuted that the w*ork of develop¬ 
ment would begin Immediately.
